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THE POLICY OF. GERMANY. AND 
SCANDINAVIA. 


As every one is desirous that the war with Russia may be brought 
to a speedy, honourable, and safe conclusion—speedy because of 
the miseries which war inevitably produces; honourable, because 
war, with all its horrors, is preferable to a dishonourable peace; 
and safe, because the world requires a guarantee against any 
renewed aggression on the part of the fanatic despot who has 
caused the embroilment—it becomes important to know whether 
Great Britain and France are to have all the trouble and all the 
expense, as well as all the glory, of theconflict? They can doubt- 
less manage the weighty business without allies, even were one or 
more of the neutral Powers to turn against them. But, strong 
and confident as they may be, there is no denying that there 
are several States in Europe whose immediate assistance would 
be of the highest value. It is necessary, in the first place, to 
restrain, and possibly to punish, the evil-doer; but it is equally 
necessary, when the struggle shall be brought to a close, that 
the Great Commonwealih of Civilisation should be preserved 
from a renewal of the danger. The Scandinavian and Ger- 
manic nations are more particularly called upon to take part 
in the question—not only because of their contiguity to the 
offender, but because his success would be the destruction of 
their independence, their freedom, and their prosperity. Great 
Britain and France would remain the equals, if not the 
superiors, of Russia, in all that contribute to the  stabi- 
lity and the grandeur of states, were the Russian flag to 
float in triumph over Constantinople ; but the Germanic and | 
Scandinavian States would, in that case, only exist upon the | 
sufferance of the Czar. Their commerce would be in his | 
keeping, and their liberty would depend upon his caprice.

The 
Scandinavians look upon the English not only as their natural 
allies, but as their brothers in blood. A leading German journal 
has recently expressed the pride of all true Germans that the 
language and literature of Germany and England have so many 
points of resemblance, and claimed the English as the most neble 
and vigorous offshoot of the Teutonic races. The Danes and 


Swedes openly pray for the success of Sir Charles Napier | 


in the Baltic, and shout the chorus of ‘God save the Queen” 
with almost as much enthusiasm as the British sailors. The 
Finlanders detest the yoke of the Czar, and look back with 
regret to the days when they formed an independent 
portion of the Swedish kingdom, and deplore their junction 
with an Empire of which they form the only population that 
can make any pretensions to civilisation, The Prussians—who 
claim, with much reason, to be as highly advanced and civilised 
a nation as the French—are impatient of the insolent patronage of 
a barbarian Power ; and the Austrians know that they never can 
become the prosperous nation which they ought to be, as long as 
the protection of Russia lies like an incubus upon their Govern- 
ment—and as long as the mouths of the Danube are in possession 
of a Power whose policy it is to make Austria a State as land- 
locked as Switzerland. Unfortunately, however, the decision of 
the part which is to be taken by these intelligent nations does not 
rest with the people, or with the Parliaments freely elected by 
them. The comparatively free States of Scandinavia have

enemy will become general; so that we have to look to Austria 
and to Prussia—one a despotism, and the other a quasi despotism, 
with the mere shadow of a free legislature—to give the signal which 
shall decide the destiny of Europe. 

The policy of Austiia begins to declare itself. Day by day the 
Emperor and his advisers are increasing the distance which sepa- 
rates them from the cause of the Czar. The spirit of the Austrian 
people sensibly operates upon their Government. Austria will 
not allow the Montenegris to assist the Russians, and will co- 
operate in the coercion of the Greeks, if King Otho be mad 
enough to risk his kingdom in the attempt to create in his 
dominions, or in Albania, a perilous diversion in favour of the 
Russians. The “ hugeingratitude,” of which Prince Schwarzen- 
berg declared his willingness to be guilty, if Russia persisted in 


| her humiliation of the Austrian empire, begins to be considered 


by the Austrian Court as a piece of “ ingratitude” as merito- 
rious and necessary as it will be “ huge.” The Sovereign of that 
ancient State succeeded to the throne at atime when it seemed 
scarcely possible that its disintegration and destruction could be 
avoided. Before his youthful mind a vision of splendour has 
always been present,—a vision which he may have it in his power 
to realise by consolidating his rule, removing the well-founded 
discontent of his Sclavonian, Hungarian, and Italian subjects, ex-- 
tending the liberties of all classes and races, and freeing hixaself 
from the degrading sense of subjection, and of owing his crown, 
not to the affection of his own people, but ta “ue bayonets 
of a foreign potentate. Could he accomplish t/iis task, he would 
be the greatest and most illustrious Sovereign} of the House of 
Hapsburg. Such a task, splendid and difficul \t as it is, will be 
possible to him, if he unite his armies with thos, \of Great Britain 
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OTHO, KING OF GREEOEK, AND HIS QUEEN, IN THE CATHEDRAL AT ATHENS,—(SEE NEXT PAGE.) 
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and France. The approval of his people will go along with him, 
and the name of Austria will cease to be synonymous with 
rottenness and decay. The people of Germany are slower-minded 
than the English and the French. They take a longer time to 
reflect and to act, and their Governments are even slower and 
more phlegmatic. But Austria has evidently begun to move, and 
every week adds strength to the conviction that the generous 
Sovereign and his experienced advisers will take that rightful 
side, which youthful impulse and the calculations of aged wisdom 
alike recommend. 

The King of Prussia is by no means in so hopeful a condition. 

The Prussian people are ashamed of Russian protection, and long 
to cast off the yoke; but the King has neither the sense to under- 
stand his position, nor the courage to do either right or wrong. 
His whole course of conduct is suicidal. He, dares not express 
himself openly like a man. Unfit for his high office, even in 
ordinary and peaceful times, he is doubly and trebly unfit at a 
time like the present. He is, probably, aware that his duty is to 
declare against Russia, but his personal feeling in favour of the 
Czar, and perhaps an ill-grounded hope, fecundated in his ill-regu- 
lated mind, that Prussia might chance, by the Czar’s aid, to obtain 
in a general scramble a large accession of territory, lead him to 
play false with his own conscience. While Austria seems to be 
approximating to the Western Alliance, Prussia is daily separating 
from it. Almost every post brings the news of some fresh act of 
impclicy committed by the King in favour of the Czar. One day 
His Majesty recalled M. Von Bunsen from London, because that 
able diplomatist saw and declared that the true course for Prussia 
was to join the Anti-Russian Alliance. Another day he dismissed 
his Wer Minister, General Von Bonin, for asserting in eloquent 
language that the alliance of Prussia with Russia would be an act 
of parricide. Untaught by the regret or reprobation which this step 
excited in his dominions, the King quarrelled with his brother and 
heir-apparent for agreeing in opinion with General Von Bonin, 
deprived him of his high military command, and banished him from 
the Court to Baden-Baden. It is not difficult to predict what will 
be the result of this wilful blindness on the part of the King. 
Unless he open his eyes he will fall into a ditch, and the ditch 
will be—Abdication, ‘There is public spirit in Prussia not to be 
outraged with impunity. The Prussians encourage too ardent a 
patriotism, and have ideas too enlightened of the rank which 
Prussia ought to hold in the great European Commonwealth, to 
permit them to tolerate the degradation of their Fatherland be- 
neath thefchariot wheels of the Czar. Either the King of Prussia will 
have to follow where his people lead, or he will have to resign 
his crown to the abler, clearer-sighted, and honester brother whom 
he has disgraced and banished. The large French army that is 
immediately to assemble at St. Omer, within a few easy marches 
of the Rhine, will perhaps tend to impart a little energy to the 
3King’s purpose. We hope the Prussian people will not consider 
the Krench camp as a menace against their independence ; but, if 
they dia, it will show them how perilous is the indecision of a 
Sovereigi who leaves no alternative but Russian insolence on the 
yne hand, or J"rench supremacy on the other. We may be sure 
chat nothing of “the kind is intended by France; but, ere the 
Prussians take offence, they should remember the mighty interests 
at stake, and the perilous pdsition of E urope. They have good sense 
more than suflicient to legid them right, and to discover at the 
same time that nobody Beads them wrong but a weak-minded 
Sovereign, whose personffl predilections appear to be stronger 
than his sense of nublic dility. 


YD COLONIAL NEWS. 


Paris, Thursday. 

Paris is emptying as fast it can of the beau monde: the season is 
over, the salons are closin;g, the chiteaux are being aired, and set in 
order, for the reception of Jhosts and guests 

M. de Lazareff, whose arfest and imprisonment, on a charge of enter- 
taining a secret correspoipdence with St. Petersburg, created so much 
sensation, has not only been set at liberty, after a short interrogation, 
but has received an author [gation to remain in France—a Privilege, how- 
ever which he declines aceppting, and has taken, or is about to take, his 
departure from Paris. 

The report, which had/ gained great credit, that the whole of the 
Champs Elysées, with the exception of the Grand Avenue, was to be 
built upon, has been conthadicted by the Monitewr. The only alterations 
to take place in this quarter are certain enlargements, which are found 
to be ab:olutely indispentjable in the new Palais d’Industrie, and the 
opening of some wide stifeets, in the place of the mean and narrow 
ones which now exist, foetween the Grand Avenue and the quays. 
The new Boulevard Malf:sherbes is to be terminated by a magnificent 
monument, somewhat im the style of that at the station of the Stras- 
bourg Railway; it is to/form, moreover, the entrance to the Park of 
Monceaux, which, ins' of being divided, and sold in lots, as was in- 
tended, is to be preserv¢éd, and, as a report, which appears to have some 
grounds of truth, states, is about to be sold by the Ville de Paris to a 
of ninety-nine years, for the purpose of e3- 
tablishing nothing/less than sea-baths. Be the rumour true or false, it 
is positive that the plans for the formation of such an establishment are 
drawn out; that in them it is proposed to establish a basin of enormous 
extent, which is to be kept constantly supplied by three machines, on 
the principie of those at Marly, which are to be placed on the cliffs at 
Dieppe, *.nd to discharge the water through pipes along the whole line 
from ‘oence to Paris. The expense of the whole is estimated at 
19,266,853 francs. 

As soon as the Camp at St. Omer is formed, it is the intention of the 
“mperor to proceed thither, and pass a week on the spot. The report 
that he destined a very high command there, immediately under his own 
orders, for the General Baraguay d’Hilliers, on his return from Con- 
stantinople, is confirmed by the Moniteur. 

A few days since took place the sale of the effects of the late Abbé 
Lamennais. It was generally supposed and reported that these were of 
great rarity and value; but the result has proved how greatly these 
reports were exaggerated. With the exception of two or three pictures, 
a few bronzes, and other works of art, and a small but well-selected 
library, chiefly containing books of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries—the value of which is not a littleenhanced by their almost all 
possessing extended marginal notes in the writing of their late pos- 
seesor—the property of M. Lamennais included little beyond what might 
be found in the dwelling of any individual of refined though simple 
taste and moderate fortune, 


M. Alexandre Dumas is commencing a new novel, in twelve volumes 


—it is not stated in how many days it is to be completed—for the 
United States, 

The Orangerie of the Louvre has been arranged for the barracks of 
the Cent Gardes. This corps is to be formed and drilled at Versailles, 
before entering on its functions. It is rumoured that the institution of 
the Pages is to be renewed, but we know not if the report have much 
foundation. 

The attempts of the clergy to induce the shopkeepers to close their 
houses on Sunday, in compliance with the circular of the Archbishop 
of Paris, are extremely ill-received in all quarters, and there seems to be 
but little likelihood of much effect being produced for the present, at all 
events; possibly, if the clergy persevere in exhorting and preaching on 
the subject, as they generally do when a_ point is to be carried, some 
good may eventually be brought about. 

Another innovation meets with but little more favour in some of the 
provinces ; the new sous and two-sous pieces are, in certain parts, refused by 
the peasants, on the plea that they are lighter than the old ones, and 
that consequently they have not their money’s worth—while, on the 
other hand, the village shopkeepers and small morchands object to re- 
ceive the old sous, fancying their value depreciated by the introduction 
of the new. 

The season of the Italian Opera came to a close last week. As a 
whole, it has been tolerably successful under the management of Signor 
Ragani. The “ Beatrice di Tenda,” sung by Frezzolini, wound up the 
season with loud and continuous applause; and M. Ragani is already 
taking his measures to re-open the theatre in four months for a “ spell,” 
as the Yankees say, of eighteen, in consequence of the Industrial Ex- 
hibition. 


ANGLO-FRENCH OCCUPATION OF GREECE. 

It is positively stated that an Anglo-French army will occupy Greece 
in the beginning of June. The army cf occupation, it is said, will con- 
sist of somewhere about 15,000 men, of which 10,000 will be contributed 
by the French. The regiments forming the English portion of the 
force have received their orders for immediate embarkation. They ate 
the 20th Regiment, at Plymouth; the 34th, and first battalion of the 
Rifle Brigade, at Portsmouth; the 2lst and 63rd,in Dublin; and the 
97th, at Windsor. 

The rebellion in Greece is said to have been effectually put down for 
the present by Fuad Effendi. Communication with Prevesa is now fully 
r:stored, and it was expected that the road to Janina would be entirely 
free in a short time. 

The English and French Ambassadors left Athens, for Negropont, on 
the 3rd inst. 

Letters from Smyrna state that, in consequence of the increase of 
piracy in the Archipelago, it is considered unsafe for vissels to leave 
that port without convoy. 

Letters from Athens of the 7th inst. confirm the announcement in 
previous despatches of the closing of the Legislative Corps by King Otho. 

The Illustration upon the preceding page portrays Otho and his Queen, 
as they appeared in the Cathedral, at Athens, on the 25th of March, 
surrounded by theirCourt and attendants. Theraised throne and canopy, 
with their showy embroidery, are at variance with the sacred charact:r of 
a church; and the helmeted guards, to our thinking, are ill-placed in 
a temple of peaceful religion. Opposite is the venerable Patriarch of the 
Church, ascending the steps leading to the choir; in the rear are young 
priests bearing candles in a manner peouliar to the Greek Church. 
The costumes are varied, picturesque, and striking. The Cathedral, in 
which this display of ecclesiastieal and regal state takes place, is a 
handsome Byzantine structure, with a modern steeple. 


VESTMENT OF SEBASTOPOL. 

The Admirals and the fleet left Odessa on the 26th of April, and pro- 
ceeded to Sebastopol, off which place was to be the general rendezvous 
of the fleet. A telegraphic message from Odessa states that the Anglo- 
French fleet, consistiog of thirty ships of war, was within sight of 
Sebastopol, in a south-easterly direction, on the 28th of April. Other 
accounts say that a powerful division of both fleets, including the screws 
under the command of Rear-Admiral Sir E. Lyons, was to be detached 
for the purpose of clearing the coasta of the Crimea, Georgia, and Cir- 
cassia of ‘“‘ everything Russian” in the shape of ships or forts—a small 
equadron being stationed off the Sulina mouth of the Danube, and a 
couple of steamers left at Odessa to watch that port. 

The understanding in Constantinople was that Sebastopol would not be 
sericusly attacked until Sir Edward Lyons had returned with the 
steamers, after destroying the forts of Anapa, Sukumkale, and Redout- 
kale. The steam-frigate Terrible left Constantinople on the 2nd inst., 
to join the squadron on the coast of Circassia. Lieutenant Stanton, of 
the Royal Engineers, accompanied the expedition, which is to land and 
proceed into the interior of Circassia, to meet Schamyl. A body of 600 
horsemen, sent by the Circassian hero, will meet them on the coast. A 
letter in the Patrie says that— 

Since the destruction by the Russians of the different forts on the coast, 
the Circassians have commenced to re-construct them. The works are 
pushed with great vigour, and executed under the direc:ion of European 
engineers and officers. Fort Golovin, which was less damaged than the 
others, is entirely restored, and defended by pieces of artillery which the 
Ottoman Government cent, and which are well served. Fort Viliamino 
end Fort Navalrerski are aleo armed, and redoubts in earth have been 
raised on the shore to prevent the enemy from disembarking. A party 
of Circassians took possession, on the confines of the Crimea, of two 
Russian gun-boats which wereatanchor. They were immediately car- 
ried to the Bay of Pschad; and on the followingday they took possession 
of a considerable number of vessels, and caused alarm all along the coast. 
If the independent tribes should succeed in organising a little tlotilla they 
will do great mischief to the Russians. 

The Turkish fleet, consisting of nine ships of the line, with twenty- 
four vessels of different sizes, including seven steamers, and mounting 
altogether 1040 guns, entered the Black Sea, on the 4th instant, with 
munitions of war for the Circassians. A letter from Constantinople says 
the Turkieh fleet will Jand 15,000 troops in the Crimea, to act against 
Sebastopol, co that it may be assailed at once by sea and land. 


SIR CHARLES NAPIER IN THE BALTIC. 

There is no further news of any importance from the Baltic Fleet; 
but something important is expected daily, now that steamers have com- 
menced running between Cronstadt and St. Petersburg. An American 
and two Russian ships are said to have arrived at Cronstadt on the 8th, 
£0 that the navigation is now completely open. Letters from St. Peters. 
burg of the 9th instant state that the British fleet had been seen 
within twenty-five to thirty miles off Cronstadt, and had captured a 
number of Russian gun-boats. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

The Admiral went up to Stockholm on the 24th April, and had audience 
from the King (Oscar) at half-past eleven the following morning. The 
King’s reception of the Admiral at this early hour was considered a 
mark of great favour, and was granted, it was said, in consequence of 
the Admiral’s wish to be with his fleet again as soon as possible. After 
the audience the Queen invited him to breakfast in her apartments. The 
Admiral remained nearly two hours at the Palace. The people col- 
lected in crowds outside to see him come out, and cheered most enthu- 
eiastically. The Royal steam-yacht, which was with her steam 
up, took him down to Vaxholm (about six miles below Stockholm), 
where a larger steamer was waiting to take him to the fleet. When it 
was known that he was likely to visit Stockholm, a number of people 
practised “ Rule Britannia,” to sing before the house where he might be 
stopping; but his short stay prevented the intended compliment. No- 
thing can exceed his popularity here; everybody is anxious to get a 
sight of him; and there is a portrait of him, copied from that in the 
ILLUSTRATED LonDON News, in all the shop windows. 

The students from Upsala have been down to visit the Admiral; they 
sent a letter down announcing their intention of waiting upon him, and 
came down in a steamer, which was crowded withthem. After going on 
board the Duke of Wellington, they steamed round to look at the fleet, 
and then returned highly gratified. . 

ARRIVAL OF THE “ AUSTERLITZ” AT THE FLEET. 

May 1—About one p.m, to-day a large vessel was seen entering the 
channel, and was soon made out to be the Austerlitz. She came up 
under steam alone, and saluted the Admiral with seventeen guns, which 
was returned with the same number. Her head isa i of Napoleon, 
about two-thirds length, very well carved and gilt; guns appear 
closer together than ours, and she carries them all along on the upper 
deck,and has thus three complete decks, Her sternis very peculiar,and has 
a large figure of an angel on each side, with a spread e: in the centre, 
all painted white; and her two white streaks are carried right round the 


stern. As she steamed close past the Duke of Wellington, the two figures 
seemed to meet; the great massive head of the Duke, with its stern ex- 
pression, all white, leaning forwards towards the other, which came on 
with head erect, and the right arm across the chest, 


May 3.—A Lmcagaak ie has just joined the fleet—the Esmeralda, 
one of the western yachts. She came dashing up with a fresh breeze in 
fine style this morning, and continued cruising about among the ships 
during the rest of the day. We hear they are going to sea with us, 
Everybody was delighted to see the “ plucky little craft." The Prince 
Regent arrived in the afternoon. 

May 4.—The Cumberland came in this morning. The following is a 
list of the vessels here to-day, but any hour may change thia, from vessels 
being sent away :— .

WRETCHED CONDITION OF THE RUSSIAN ARMY. 


The Austrian papers begin to let out a little of the truth about the 
condition of the Russians on the Danube. A Vienna medical paper, after 
stating that the immense train of waggons and carts which follo ved tne 
Russian troops into the Dobrudja had retu:ned for fresh supplies of pro- 
visions, says they bring back hundre’s of wounded, and thousands of 
ruined arms and spoiled equipments. More than 400 wounded are 
expected from Karasu. In Brails, Galatz, and Reai new wards have 
been hastily built np for 2000 additional patients, These, however, 
are not enough. The flying hospitals bring such numbers, and in such 
quick succession from the Dobrudja, that divisions of the sick have to 
be sent twice a day to Hirsova, Matchin; and thence again across 
to tho left bank. It is difficult to describe in all their stern reality the 
hardships and privations now endured by the Rusgians in the Dobrudja. 
The Ruesians have there more than 2600 wounded, and above 3000 dead 
and miesing. The loss in horses, baggage, and munition is equally great, 
This estimate falls short of the truth. Not far from Kustendjee, upon 
a marshy bit of ground bo 3 is not 1000 fathoms in length, there lie now 
243 Russians and 71 horses’; and yet this was one of the least important 
spots where an obstinate fight came off, and where the Russians were 
defeated. The Turks, far better acquainted with the country, 
and the means of turning it to good account, are accustomed 
to open fire upon their enemy at the beginning of each engage- 
ment with their heavy guns, of which they have plenty, and their effect 
‘is greatindeed. Their artillery is better served than the Russ'an, as 
all eye-witnesses acknowledge. The mortality among the Russian 
wounded was in April last 31 per cent. A great cause of sickness 
among the troops is the mouldy biscuit and the want of wholesome 
water to drink. The affair at Tchernavoda, the bloodiest of them all— 
it is thus confirmed by the medical writer—has changed the face of all 
around. Citizen and peasant exist no longer, for every man is a soldier 
from dire necessity and for self-preservation. The Kussian officers ia 
Wallachia are sending back all they possess, and which they wish to 
keep, to Russia—that is to say, their wives, jewels, ornaments, and 
horse furniture. They no longer talk big of spending the summer on 
the shores of the Bosphorus. Behind Fokshan a new hospital is build- 
ing, and this shows alone what the Russian Commander-in-Chief thinks 
of the present war. The Augsburg Gazette, which is generally well 
informed about Russian movements, estimates that the epidemic has 
already put 18,000 Russians hors de combat since their oceupatioa of 
the Dobrudja. 

The great dépdt of artillery and munitions of war at Fokchani is said 
to have been burned as an act of vengeance by the inhabitants. 
mae this prove to be correct the loss to the Russians will be very 
serious. 

Despatches received on Tuesday by the French Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs, report a signal advantage gained by the Turks on the Danube. 
Fifty Russian guns are stated to have been spiked or taken; and it is 
further caid, that, owing to floods onthe banks of the Danube and a 
rising of the Wallechians against the invaders, the Russian army in the 
Dobrudja is in a most perilous position. 


ARRIVAL OF PRINCE NAPOLEON AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

On the 1st inst.; at one pm., the steam corvette Roland was descried 
off the Seraglio Point, conveying Prince Napoleon, with his numerous 
staff and suite. A Royal salute from the land batteries, a3 well as from 
allthe English, French, and American ships of war, announced the 
event. M. Baraguay d’Hilliers, with all the personnel of his Embassy, 
got cn board the Ajaccio, which followed in the track of the Roland to 
the Prince’s Palace on the Bosphorus. Oa arriving there, 
the Ambassador, after having introduced his officials, got into 
his boat, and proceeded in all haste to the Imperia! Palace 
of Tcheragan to announce the arrival of his Imperial High- 
ness. It eo happened that the Sultan had been out to ride, and 
Kiamil Bey, the Teschrifatgi, wes accordingly despatched to acquaint 
his Majesty with the circumstance. The Sultan arrived in ali haste, 
cemanded instantly to see the Ambassador, and conversed for a few 
moments with his Excellency in the palace garden. A messenger 
was immediately despatched to say that his Highness was ready 
to receive the Prince, who, on arriving shortly after, was most 
graciously welcomed by the young Sovereign at the bottom of 
the staircase. This incident, trifling as it may app?ar, produced a 
great sensation, and is perhaps unparalleled in the annals of the 
Ottoman Court. The Sultan then conducted his Imperial guest to 
the Presence Chamber, and, having seated him by his side, conversed 
familiarly, through the medium of Redschid Pacha, on the great events 
of the day, and expressed, in the warmest terms, his gratitude to the 
French Emperor for the real and effectual assistance afforded ever since 
the commencement of this struggle. Two days after—anotheruaheard- 
of circumstance—the Sultan returned the visit of his Imperial High- 
nees, ond anxiously inquired whether all had been provided for the 
comforts of his Royal guest, acsuring him that the strictest orders had 
been given to that effect. 

On the 2nd inst. the French Ambassador introduced to his Imperial High- 
ness, the French colony of Constantinople, and the chiefs of the different 
missions. The Grand Vizier, the Ministers, and great functionaries, also 
paid their respects in the afternoon on that day. On the following day 
a grand banquet was given at the French Embassy, in honour of the 
Prince, at which the diplomatic corps, General Prim aud staff, Lord 
Raglan, and the principal Turkish functionaries were present. 

On Saturday, the 6th inst , Prince Napoleon was invited to dine with 
his Mejesty at the Imperial Palace of Tcheragan. 


THE ALLIED TROOPS AT GALLIPOLI. 

On the morning of the 29th ult. a tempest fell upon the town of Gallipoli. 
Torrents of rain, driven by a violent southerly wind, inundated the 
streets. Several merchantmen in the roads were driven from their 
enchors, and wrecked on the coast. About four o’clock the steam- 
corvette, Holand, with Prince Napoleon, was rignalled; but shortiy 
before, the sky had cleared, and the storm abated. A qaintuple salute 
of twenty-one guns from the ships of the squadron was fired in honour 
of the Prince, and the Roland cast anchor in the midst of the flags of the 
fleet, the flags of the two nations being profusely displayed. The yards 
were then manned, and the seven hurrahs i pag the regulations 
were given con amore, while the bands on board the different ships played 
military aire. The generals, with the intendants and all the officers of 
the staff, were in attendance on the beach to receive the Prince; and 
the troops having been turned out as a guard of honour, the whole affair 
gave Gallipoli an appearance of gaiety to which the inhabitants were 
little accustomed, and which they seemed to enjoy greatly. Oue of the 

best houses in Gallipoli having been prepared for the reception of the 
French Prince, he forthwith transferred his quarters to it, and was oc- 
cupied the whole of the day in the reception of French and Turkish 
officials and deputations. . 


The Prince was accompanied 

the officers of the staff, the Turkish functionaries, « and by General 
Brown, and most of the English officers. The Spanish General Prim 
was also in attendance. The weather was splendid, and the whole affair 
went off exceedingly well. }

The news of the bombardment of Odessa has produced a profound 
sengation among the Greeks living at Gallipoli. They knew it before 
the English did, and they made no attempt to conceal their disappoint- 
ment. So true is it that in Turkey the religious creed is a much stronger 
bond of union than temporal interests, for the whole of the Greeks in 
Gallipoli are petty shopkeepers, to whom the presence of the European 
troops is a certain fortune. Many of them have already realised im- 
mense sums by their trafficking with the troops. According to the latest 
accounts, rents were so high, that a wretched shop (built of wood) is 
freely let for 200 francs a month--a sum far beyond what the construc- 
tion of it could have cost. Provisions were dear; but there wis 
said to be no deficiency in the supply, and the only complaint on that 
score was that the native population and the foreign troops were en- 
gaged in a perpetual contest on the subject of prices. There was a 
demand for everything, and an abundant supply of nothing that has 
become essential to the comfort of the least luxurious private. Fancy 
ahard old Yankee ham fetching 20s., Dutch cheeses at 8s. each, and 
beer—not Bass’s, but bad foreign beer—at 1s. 6d. a bottle! This dearth 
of commodities, however, appears to have been in a fair way of removal. 
Letters of the 1st inst., state that shopkeepers were arriving ia crowds 
from Stamboul, Smyrna, Marseilles, Algiers, Malta, and even from Lon- 
don, so that we shall probably eoon hear of the markets, at Gallipoli, 
being as completely glutted with the comforts and luxuries of life, as 
those of London and Paris generally are. ; 


THE RUSSIANS IN THE PACIFIC. 


The two Russian frigates Diana and Aurora, which have lately been 
cruising in the Pacific, stand a rather good chance of being captured by 
some French or English vessel, unless the captains should adopt the safe 
Russian method of ekulking into a neutral port. Our latest news from 
Callao are tothe 12th of April, at which time the British frigate Presi- 
dent, 50, and the French 50-gun frigate La Forte, both remained at that 
port waiting the news of the declaration of war with Russia, when they 
would, no doubt, concert measures for capturing the Diana. Whilst one 
of the frigates pursues the Diana, and brings her to action, the other 
will wait off Valparaiso the arrival of the other Russian frigate, the 
Aurora, from Rio, and do her best to capture her before she can reach a 
neutral port. 

The Diana, after lying at Valparaiso for some weeks, the President 
being there at the same time, sailed for the Sandwich Islands on March 
23. A Valparaiso paper says : — : 

During the time the Russian frigate was in port, her officers and men 
were often onshore. The officers are remarkably intelligent, well-bred, and 

-looking men,and have by their bodes affability, and gentieman|, 
leportment. secured the esteem and good wishes of many persons here, bot 
native and foreign, When questioned as. to the prospect of war between 
Russia and France and Great Britain, they were naturally reserved. But 
when asked, in reference tothe probability of a hostile encounter between 
the Diana and President, what were their opinions of the issue, the Russian 

commander was only heard to say, ** We shall never strike our flag.” 


We learn by the Overland Telegraph, that the Russian squadron that 
has been so long in the China Sea, left Manilia, March 18, for Batayia. 
We trust that they will not hear of the declaration of war before our 
Anglo-French squadrons take the intelligence, and the enemy too, at 
the same time. 3 

EGYPT. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 


Caro, April 28th, 1854. 
Tue order of the Egyptian Government, that the Greeks should leave 
this country within twenty-four hours after the expiration of the last 
day of the month of April, will, doubtless, be carried out, a3 regards 
Greeks not under the protection of Great Britain or other friendly 
Powers. Those who are obliged to leave, complain loudly of the diffi- 
culty of collecting debts, and, consequently, of settling with their 
creditors. The Pacha’s police, however, are lending them such aid as 
they can legitimately expect; nor can they, as far as is at present 
known, complain of any harshness whatever in the conduct of the 
Government or people of this country. ¢ 

Various rumours are rife here of encounters between the Allies and 
the Russians, by sea and land, which meet but little credit with the 
well-informed, in the intervals of our now frequent ariivals from Europe. 
The only newspaper published here is the Boulac Independent, a fort- 
ss id Government paper, in Arabic and’ Turkish. 

he people seem to appreciate the active intervention of the 
English and French, though but little is said of the war, at least 
in public. There is a deficiency of labourers, owing to the large force 
sent to Constantinople. The number of men employed on the railway 
between this and Alexandria varies extremely ; indeed, it would mach 
advance the interests of this country were more attention paid to public

Attached to 
the cavalry are 400 dromedaries, for the conveyance of men, guns, or 
ammunition. Besides the above force, there are 5000 armed police,

£0 large a force in Egypt at present. 

His Highness Abbas Pach» contemplates building a palace in the 
vicinity of Mount Horeb; and has at present above 3000 men constructing 
a road from Tor, a port on the Gulf of Suez, towards that sacred moun-

ain. 

In addition to the cavalry above mentioned, the Pacha has a con- 
siderable force of Horse Artillery and Irregular Cavalry, besides 
Mamelukes, or gentlemen troopers. 


UNITED STATES. 


The steam-ship Asia, which left New York on the 3rd inst., arrived at 
Liverpool on Sunday. She brings no intelligence regarding the serew 
steam-ship City of Glasgow. 

In the House of Representatives, Mr. Wheeler had asked consent to 
offer a resolution directing the Secretary of the Navy to send out steam- 
vesgels in search of the missing steamer, which was objected to. 

In the Senate, on May 1, Mr. Slidell moved a resolution permitting 
the President, during the recess of Congress, to suspend the neutrality 
laws in the case of Cuba; which was referred, but was not expected to 
be sanctioned, although the organ of the Government in Washington up- 
holds Mr. Slidell’s resolution. 

The American papers report serious loss of life and property by 
floods, caused by deluges of rain all over the States of New York and 
New England. 

Forty coldiers of the United States army are reported to have been 
killed or wounded in a battle with the Indians in New Mexico. 

In Mexico, Santa Anna is reported to have gained a decisive victory 


over Alvarez. 
‘AUSTRALIA. 


The celebrated clipper ship Marco Polo arrived at Liverpool on 
Saturday last, afcer a very quick run of eighty-three days, having left 
Melbourne on the 19th February. The present voyage may be classed 
as one of the best ever made by this vessel, when it is considered that 
she had ecarcely half her complement of crew, owing to desertions. She 
passed everything before her, amongst other ships the celebrated Bome- 
rang, which sailed four days prior to the Marco Polo, for Ca\lao. The Marco 
Polo was at the River Plate thirty-five days after leaving Port Phillip 
Head. The screw-steamer Australian sailed from Port Phillip Head on 
the 10th of February, for London, with several passengers, and 78,907 
ounces of gold. She was to call at the Cape of Good Hope, for which 
she had £1000 in specie. 

The news by the Marco Polo, though late, does not poszess much 
interest to an English reader. Adelaide papers state the Government 
meacure of having two Chambers, one composed of nominees of the 
Crown, was very unpopular, and a memorial against its adoption largely 
signed. A letter from Forest Creek, Mount Alexander, dated Feb. 10, 
says: —‘ Hundreds of persons are daily pasting through here on their 
way to the Tarrengower diggings, and the number of teams loaded with 
stores of all kinds for the same place is almost inoredible. The reports 
of these diggings are very favourable, but the great scarcity of water is 
a serious impediment to the operations of the diggers. There is another 
new rush about four miles from Castlemaine, and the same distance 
from Campbell’s station, in a parallel line with the river Loddon, and

THE OVERLAND MAIL. 


The papers received in anticipation of the Overland Mail, vid Mar- 
seilles, bring rather unsatisfactory accounts from Burmah. A detach- 
ment of sepoys, escorting provisions to Prome, had been attacked by 
dacoits, when two sepoys were killed and fourteen wounded. The party, 
numbering seventy men of the 10th Bengal Native Infantry, under the 
command of Captain Phillot, when five miles from Taphoon, was fired 
into from the dense jungle through which the road lay, and in which 
the dacoita were concealed. On the first fire the cart-drivers unyoked 
their bullocks and ran away, so that Capt. Phillot could neither advance 
nor return without leaving the wounded men of his detachment behind. 
However, he charged his assailants and drove them through the jungle 
at the bayonet’s point. After two hours’ hard fighting, the d-tachment 
was reinforced by a party of the 4th Sikhs, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant Dunbar, who were accompunied by two elephants, upon which 
the wounded were placed, and all returned to Taphoon. The loss sus- 
tained, upon this occasion, by the Burmese, has not been accurately 
ascertained. 

From Persia we have no intelligence upon which we can place much 
confidence. It is, however, stated that 800 Persians had besieged the

We arrived offgOdessa on 
Thursday the 20th, after a 

assage of four aa from 
Kavarna. The fleet an- 
chered three miles outside, 
while we and the Tiger 
vent in to reconnoitre 
keeping of course out of 
gunshot, and we boarded 
several merchant vessels. 
The town is regularly 
built; the houses are large 
and handsome, and, as far 
as we could see, mostly 
built of stone.

MARRIAGE OF THE EMPEROR OF AUSTRIA. 


ALL accounts agree in representing the ceremony of the recent Mar- 
riage of the Emperor of Austria with the Duchess Elizabeth as one of 
the most magnificent displays ever witnessed in Vienna. First in order 
was the superb pageant of

The entrance of the Duchess Elizabeth into the city, which took 
place on the 28rd ult., gave the show-loving inhabitants of that city an 
excellent opportunity of displaying their loyalty. All her route, and 
especially that which lay without the lines, was enlivened by crowds of 
smiling Austrians in their holiday costumes, by triumphal arches, flags 
and banners, in the various national colours of Austria and Bavaria, by 
happy mottoes on the various houses, and emblematical representations 
of the Imperial happiness, with music at every turn, Many of the de- 
vices were most happily conceived—as that of a window fitted up like a 
chapel, and containing busts of the Imperial pair, surrounded by vases 
of roses in full bloom, and the expression ofa hope that “ they might long 
flourish and bloom as those roses were then doing.” The Theresianum 
was beautifully adorned with plants, garlands, and flowers from 
the hothouses of Schonbrun. The Empress elect here made the last ad- 
ditions to her toilette, assumed the wreath and diadem, and conducted by 
the High Chamberlains, entered with her brother the splendid corona- 
tion carriage. She wore an exquisitely fine lace dress, over a silk slip of 
couleur de rose. On her head she wore a diadem of brilliawts, and a gar- 
jand of fresh pink and white roses; the belt, or girdle, was splendidly 
set off with precious stones—rubies, emeralds, &c., and she wore mag- 
nificent bracelets. From the Theresianum, down the Favoriten ani 
W'edover streets, and over the glacis to the Karnthner Thor, where she 
entered the city, it was one triumphal procession. Proceeding slowly over 
the glacis, amid the vivats of the multitude, a pause of some minutes 
occu: red at the new and elegant Elizabethan Bracke, over the Wien, now 
for the first time opened to the public, and called after the Imperial bride. 
This bridge was most tastefully ornamented with flowers anc evergreens ; 
whilst on five elegant tribunes, erected at each end and side of it, the 
families of the Municipal Body of Vienna, presided over by their Burgo- 
master, Chevalier de Seiller, welcomed their future Empress, who re- 
ecived at this point the welcomes and felicitations of the city. The three 
bands on the glacis, meanwhile, were playing the National Hymn of 
Austria, Advancing over this beautiful structure to the city gate, which 
was o'namented with evergreens so as to resemble a natural arbour, and 
having an allegorical figure of “ Welcome” on the ramparts above it, 
the cortége entered the city. Here the streets were kept by lines <f sol- 
diers, as they had hitherto been by the tradesmen of tie seve- 
ral guilds, and by the ireemen of Vienna itself. The whole 
street was in its gayest attire; every house was ornamented 
with flags, tapestries, ric, carpets hanging from the windows,

The decorations of the Church of the Augustins were appropriately 
grand and superb for this solemn occasion. The upper part of 
the high altar and the side walls were hung with richly gold- 
embroidered red velvet draperies. The brilliantly-illuminated high 
altar was adorned with the rarest flowers, ranged en both sides. Onthe 
Gospel side was erected a beautifully ornamented platform, with richly- 
gilt steps, on the upper part of which stood a throne for the Emperor 
and his august bride, the Imperial Crown being affixed over the same. 
The foremost part of the nave was hung with ample red curtains sus- 
pended from the full height of the church ; the remainder of the church 
walls were hung with costly carpets, on which religious subjects 
were ingeniously embroidered. Before the altar there was a prayer-desk, 
covered with gold-embroidered white velvet, for their Majesties, 
over which a canopy made of the like gorgeous material was suspended. 
Behind the same were ranged seats with red velvet coverings, for the 
members of the Imperial and Ducal families. To the left thereof was 
the oratorium for the high dignitaries of the Churc; on the opposite 
tide was the tribune for the diplomatic corps; whilst on the side of the 
choir, in a circular and amphitheatrical form, were ranged the seats 
for the ladies of the Court and the high nobility, the body of generals, 
and a limited number of the civil and military authorities that were 
invited. The brilliancy of the illumination surpassed all description. 
Upwards of 100 large and small lustres were suspended from the vault- 
ing of the church, and about 10,000 wax candles shed a refulgent blaze 
of light over this impesing spectacle. The corridor leading from the 
Imperial burg to the church was also hung with rich tapestries, and 
brilliantly illuminated. The entrances of the church were kept by the 
Imperial Royal body-guards (arcidres) and pages. 

At precisely seven o'clock p.m., a loud and solemn pealing of all the

liants which her Imperial Highness the Archduchess Sophie wore on her 
own wedding day, with a charming lace veil waving gracefully over her 
snow-white shoulders; and in her bosom appeared a nosegay of fresh 
roses. Their Imperial Highnesses the Archduchesses followed the bride: 
and then the ladies of the Court closed the bridal train. A burst of 
trumpets and kettle-drums announced that the bridal pair were entering 
the church, where the Prince Archbishop Othmer, Chevalier de Rauscher, 
and the clergy had already assembled to receive them; and then fol- 
lowed the Court tothe high altar, where his Majesty the Emperor and 
his august bride knelt down at a prie-dieu and offered up a prayer; the 
other membérs of the Imperial Family taking up their position, mean- 
while, under a second lofty canopy. 

The Archbishop then proceeded to commence the holy office for matri- 
mony. All the archbishops, bishops, and prelates, in their gorgeous 
canonical robes, now ranged themselves on either side of the high altar. 
At the moment at which the usual questions were answered and the ex- 
change of rings took place, the cannons on the ramparts thundered for 
the first time, and the battalion of grenadiers which was posted on the 
Augustine bastion, fired their first salvo. The orchestra also performed 
the National Anthem in the church, After the archiepiscopal blessing 
had been given, the newly-married pair moved to a throne erected for 
them on the Epistle side of the altar, and, there kneeling, offered up 
prayers, whilst the orchestra sung Te Deum; the artillery, at its 
commencement, thundering for the second time. After completing their 
prayers, their Majesties and the august Court, the Imperial house- 
hold, and the invited guests, withdrew in the order in which they had 
entered the church; and a third discharge of artillery announced the 
happy moment. It was now half-past seven, and a shout of ‘* Vivat!” 
from the assembled company echoed to each round of the artillery. 
The order of the procession on leaving the church was the same as that 
on entering it, save that his Majesty the Emperor was now at the side 
of the young Empress Elizabeth. 

After the nuptials, tte corps diplomatique were presented to their 
Majesties—Lord Westmoreland being the first. ‘The Empress Elizabeth 
then received the ladies of the same distinguished corps; after which 
the geuerals and the corps of officers were admitted to wait on their 
Majesties. At the close of this reception their Majesties proceeded tothe 
magnificent Ceremonien Sall, or Hall of Ceremonies, which was splen- 
didiy lighted up on this occasion, and where the whole of the exalted 
and august personages of the Imperial family had assembled meanwhile 
under the noble canopy. The ladies were then admitted to kiss her 
Majesty’s hand. The Emperor conversed for some time with the 
foreign diplomatists; and finally left the hall in company with his 
youthful bride, to be present at the dinner which the Archduchess 
Sophie gave in her own apartments; and at which the whole of the 
members of both families were present.

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Tuer Opposition to the increase of the Malt-duty has been less 
violent than might have been anticipated. As the Government 
commanded the decisive majority of 303 against 195 on Mr. 
Cayley’s amendment, there is no necessity for any reproduction of 
the arguments of those who, in spite of proof, reason, and com- 
mon sense, still persist that the Malt-tax is an injustice upon 
the azriculturists. The House of Commons has virtually 
granted the addition which the Ministry thought it in- 
cumbent upon itself to ask. The Budget is, therefore, safe 
from all future attack, and will pass through its various stages 
with as much speed as the forms of the House will allow. 
The Malt-tax, like every other tax, is an evil; and the day, we 
hope, will soon arrive, when it may become possible to reduce, if 
not to abolish, it. In the meantime the bulk of the people, not 
subject to the Income and Property-tax, will remember, if they are 
compelled to pay a small extra sum for their malt liquor 
in support of a just, necessary, and popular war, that the 
classes in more comfortable circumstances will not only be 
liable to the same inconvenience and hardship, but will have 
to pay a doubled Income and Property-tax. Under such 
circumstances, they will acknowledge, however costly the 
war may prove, that the Government has dealt fairly by them. 
The triumphant result of the division of Monday night will have 
the best effect throughout Europe. It would, indeed, have been a 
calamity which the Russians would have turned to good account in 
beating up for allies, if the representatives of the British people 
had rejected any vital part of the Budget, and thereby broken up 
the Ministry. From such a calamity—which, it must be admitted, 
was never imminent—the country has been spared. Ona question like 
that of malt, appealing to ancient prejudices and to class ignorance, 
it was impossible to expect unanimity; but the majority was large 
enough to be entirely satisfactory, and to prove to all the world 
that Great Bri‘ain enters upon the war with a good spirit as well 
as a full purse. 

It is possible that the Emperor of Russia may represent to his 
confiding people that the British Government has been defeated in 
its attempt to levy taxes for the prosecution of hostilities against 
him, We should not be in the least surprised to learn of a noti- 
fication to that effect in the Journal de St. Petersburg. His 
obedient General, the Baron Von Osten-Sacken, has claimed the 
victory over the Allies at Odessa; the claim has been graciously 
allowed, and the victorious and mendacious commander has 
received, as a reward for the fabulous achievement, the 
praise of his equally mendacious master, and the Cross 
of the Order of St. Andrew. “Te Deums,” in celebration of 
the event, have been solemnly chanted in Moscow and St. 
Petersburg, in impious mockery of the God of Truth. The blinded 
Russians are thus taught to believe, as in the days of old, that 
Europe cannot withstand the Czar, and that the first encounter 
has been fatal to his opponents. Let us hope that the Czar will 
speedily have as much reason to order “Te Deums ” for similar 
victories of his arms at Sebastopol, Revel, Helsingfors, and 
Cronstadt. ; 


AtrHoUGH no measure is to be founded upon it during the 
present Session of Parliament, the Report of the Royal Commis- 
sioners appointed to inquire into the condition of the Corporation 
of the City of London demands from us something more than a 
mere passing remark, We have, from time to time, without fear, 
favour, or animosity, taken up the various points of the evidence 
presented to the Commission; and it is with peculiar satisfaction 
that we now find that the deliberations of the honourable gentle- 
men who formed the Commission have resulted in the enunciation 
of principles identical with those we have felt it to be our duty 
to maintain. 

Some persons who profess to be learned in the law have pro- 
nounced, in a manner the most dogmatic, that all Royal Commis- 
sions are illegal. Were we for a moment to admit the accuracy 
of this judgment, we would still be bound to acknowledge that 
to these tribunals we are indebted for several of our wisest modern 
reformations. A Royal Commission tore aside the flimsy veil from 
the supposed sacredness of Smithfield, exposed its abominations, and 
bade it begone; a Royal Commission dived deeply into the secret 
recesses of our University system, proved the inadequacy of these 
foundations, as now conducted, to meet the necessities of the pre- 
sent day—and this Session of Parliament will see them vastly 
improved; and now a Royal Commission has pronounced its 
judgment on the doings and misdoings of the ancient Corporation 
of London. It fortunately happens that a very short Act of the 
Legislature will render unmistakeably legal what otherwise might 
appear doubtful. 

What the Commissioners propose to be established is best indi- 
cated by what they recommend to be abolished. The list is neither 
short nor unimportant, and embraces the abolition of tolls, brokers’ 
fees, metage dues, porters’ privileges, and freedom fines; which, in 
reality, means the annihilation of oppressive and irritating imposts, 
‘amounting to some £25,000°or £30,000 per annum. It is recom- 
mended that the twenty-six Aldermen should be reduced to twelve 


present number, which will ensure character and respectability tothe 
body. The hardest blow seems to have fallen on the heads of the 
unfortunate Aldermen. They are not only to be shorn of their ma- 
gisterial functions, but, as a legislative and deliberative assembly, 
are to lose their identity, and be absorbed in the Common-council. 
The Aldermanic display at the Central Criminal Court is to be 
dispensed with. They are also to be relieved of their cares and 
anxieties as police magistrates ; and, instead of being elected for 
life, they must return to their constituents once in six years. 
They are no longer to look upon the chief magisterial chair as 
their natural inheritance. that high dignity may be filled, not 
only by any member of the Common-council, but by any citizen 
qualified to be elected a Common-councilman, 

The river Thames may, after all, be purified! The members 
of the Navigation Committee are to be released from the care of 
the troublesome stream. Abhorring water, it was hardly to be 
expected that they could sincerely care for the purity or decency 
of the Thames. The control of the river is to be confided toa 
body whose interests and duties are intimately connected 
with it. In commending the management of the City 
police, it is nevertheless judiciously recommended that the 
City and Metropolitan police forces should be placed 
under one authority. The head-quarters of the Chief Commis- 
sioner ought, in our opinion, to be within the City, where so much 
valuable property is accumulated and stored; and subordinate 
branches, with telegraphic communications to each, should be es- 
tablished at or near Charing-cross, Kennington, Mile-end, and 
Islington. The general conduct of the Commissioners of Sewers 
is glanced at; apd, although no specific recommendation is made, 
it is evident that a General Commissioner of Sewers would be 
considered as best for the public, by ensuring concord of design 
and harmony in working. 

Considering the temptation to write strongly, it is not the least 
charm of the admirable Report of the Commissioners, that, while 
liberal in its suggested changes, it is ever moderate and very re- 
spect{ful in its language. ‘The arguments of the Commissioners 
are clear and convincing, while their conclusions are not to be 
disputed. 

The proposed incorporation of surrounding boroughs, which 
implies the absorption of hosts of petty Boards, is excellent; 
while the formation of a Central Council, or Board of Works for 
General Metropolitan: Improvements, with a taxing power con- 
ferred, is not only wise but indispensable, Such a Board, discreetly 
conducted, ought to consolidate and combine with itself the various 
Sanitary Boards and Boards of Health; so that, instead of a number 
perpetually shirking responsibility, but greedy of credit, we 
should have one body responsible for its work, The adop- 
tion of the elective principle in the formation of this Board is 
much to be approved. The cause of failure in many similar 
Boards may be traced to the nomination of individuals being 
made through interest, and not from merit, =~ 

The Commissioners have disposed of the Irish Society in a sum- 
mary manner. Suggestions had oftén been made that that incorpo- 
ration should be closely investigated. The simple hint gave great 
offence, and new-born deputies rushed to the rescue, and described 
that Society as the quintessence of purity; but a deputation of 
tenants from Coleraine and Londonderry set the matter straight. 
It was proved from indisputable documentary evidence, that the so- 
ciety had never fulfilled the conditions of its charter, and that 
75 per cent of the revenue had been expended in administration, 
and chiefly on the members themselves. Nor need we be sur- 
prised at this. Most of the gentlemen, being respectable Lon- 
don tradesmen, are not intimately connected with agricul- 
tural pursuits. Hearing that the farmers of the Lothians 
were justly celebrated all over the world, it was held prudent that 
before visiting the north of Ireland, they might as well visit the 
neighbourhood of Edinburgh and Stirling; and, being there, why 
should they not proceed to Glasgow, by way of Loch Katrine and 
Loch Lomond? The Falls of the Clyde, or even the Kyles of 
Bute, Mull, Staffa, and Iona, might help to qualify them for 
the better performance of their official duties. Besides, the 
sail from Glasgow to Belfast was not very wearisome nor 
peculiarly unpleasant. Having breakfasted at Londonderry, 
lunched at the Giant’s Causeway, and dined at Coleraine, 
they had passed through their estates, the condition of 
which they criticised, and recorded as satisfactory. Over their 
wine and walnuts, the suggestion to visit the south of Ireland, 
and contrast its wretchedness, idleness, and pauperism with the 
health, cleanliness, and independence of the north, was received 
with acclamation, and pronounced highly beneficial; and if Kil- 
larney, Glengarriff, Cork, and the mountains of North or South 
Wales came in their way on their return homewards, it was the 
fault of those places, and not of the visiting deputation 
from the Irish Society. ‘That this learned body should have 
been condemned for the exercise of so much prudence, forethought, 
and thirst for information, is somewhat vexatious to those 
who enjcyed such pleasant excursions. But the decision of the 
Commissioners will be hailed with satisfaction by the poor tenants 
who have suffered solong. Not the least of their annoyances being 
that septennially they were mulcted of £3, without knowing what 
became of the money, as they could not find it in the general 
statement of accounts. This has been traced to the pockets of 
the secretary, and, although it made an increase to his salary of 
upwards of £100 per annum, it seems to have been considered 
unworthy of record when that gentleman was called upon to give 
an account of his annual income received from every source. 
Being a septennial bonus, we presume that any secretary of an 
Trish society might justly conclude that it had nothing to do 
with annual income, 

The exposition has been complete. The Report has been made, 
and it now remains to continue a work so fearlessly begun, and, so 
far, so admirably conducted. 

With new and greatly enlarged constituencies—circumscribed 
corporate bodies, with well-defined duties, it will become the privi« 
lege, and we hope the pleasure, of the ablest and best-informed 
persons of each locality to undertake the responsibility of serving 
their fellow-citizens in whatever capacity they may be though 
capable of serving them best.

On Thursday the Queen paid a visit to the Duchess of Glouces- 
ter, at Gloucester House, In the evening her Majesty and the Prince 
Consort honoured the Royal Italian Opera with their presence. 


THE STATE BALL. 

The Queen gave a State Ball on Wednesday evening, in Buckingham 
Palace. The entire suite of state saloons were opened for the ball, and 
were brilliantly lit. The Ball-room and the Throne-room were prepared 
for dancing; the Picture-gallery was set apart for the assembling of the 
general company ; the Queen receiving the members of the Royal Family 
in the White Drawing-room. 

The invitations to the reception comprised the members of the Royal 
Family, the whole cf the diplomatic corps (with their wives and 
daughter), foreigners of distinction now in this country, and a numerous 
circle of the ladies and gentlemen attending the Queen’s Court, in all 
numbering about 1700. Her Royal Highness the Duchess of Kent arrived 
at half-past nine o’clock, attended by Lady Anna Maria Dawson and 
Lord James Murray. Their Royal Highnesses the Duchess of Cambridge 
and the Princess Mary were attended by Lady Caroline Cust and Major 
Home Purves. Her paren! the Queen and his Royal anes the 
Prince Albert were conducted by the Lord Chamberlain (the Marquis of 
Breadalbane, K.T.) and the Vice-Chamberlain (Lord Ernest Bruce) from 
the White Drawing room through the saloon into the Ball-room, accom- 

anied by their Royal Highnesses the Duchess of Kent, the Duchess of 
Bam bridierana the Princess Mary, and foilowed by their numerous guests. 

The Queen wore a dress of white crépe lisse, spangled with gold boui:- 
lons, with white tulle, and trimmed with wreaths of green bay-leaves and 
red berries, ivy-leaves and ribbon grass. The dress was ornamented with 
diamonds. Her Majesty wore a head-dress to correspond with the flowers, 
ornamented with diamonds. The Duchess of Kent wore a dress of white 
silk, brocaded with silver of British manufacture, trimmed with white 
lace, and haying the stomacher ornamented ‘with diamonds. Her Royal 
Highuegs’s head-dress was formed of sky-blue velvet, ostrich feathers, 
and diamonds. The Duchess of Cambridge wore a dress of grey satin, 
trimmed with white Honiton lace; the stomacher of diamonds and 
emeralds; the necklace of diamonds and emeralds. Her Royal Highness 
wore a diamond tiara. The Princess Mary worea dress of apple-green crape, 
over a rich glacé silk petticoat of the same colour; the bottom of tue 
dress was trimmed with crape and garlands of white roses. The Princess 
had an over-skirt of crape, looped up with garlands of white roses; the 
stomacher was ornamented with diamonds; the necklace was pearls 
end diamonds. Her Royal Highness wore round her head 2 wreath of 
white roses and grien leaves, with diamond stars in iront, and diamond 
and carbuncle stars at the back. 

Immediately after the entrance of her Majesty and the august party 
into the Ball-room, a quadriile was formed, at a quarter before ten o’clock, 
and the Queen opened the ball with Count Colloredo, the Austrian Minis- 
ter—the vis-a-vis being his Royal Highness Prince Albert and her Royal 
Highness the Princess Mary of Cambridge. 

The quadrilie bands of Mr. Weippert and Messrs. Coote and Tinney 
were stationed in the rooms appropriated for dancing. 

The festivitics were prolonged until two o’clock.

This 
chapel was first erected by the Levant Company, for the use of the British 
factory here; and (according to the terms on which their charter and 
funds were surrendered) our Government was, in honour and equity, as 
much bound to keep it up as to continue the salary of the chaplain and 
other functionaries of the Levant Company. But the English chapel 
stands in ruins; and Divine service is performed in a small, over-crowded 
room of the palace—the accommodations of which are fairly put toshame 
by the superior comfort of those of the American missionaries. Surely 
this is a national reproach; and, whilst travellers are flocking here from 
all parts of Europe, ought not to be suffered to exist any longer. Will no 

ublic man (asks our Correspondent)—no member of our Christian i 
ature—stand up on behalf of our Church here, and plead our cause wis 
Ministers at home ?”

Newton Fellowes, who succeeded 
his brother, as fourth Earl of 
Portsmouth, on the 14th July, 
1853, and died onthe 9th Jan., 1854. 


SIR W. AMCOTTS INGILBY. 


Sir WittzAm Amcorrs INGILBY, of Kettlethorpe Hall, county of Lin- 

‘ coln, aud of Ripley Castle, county of York, M.P. for 
Lincolnshire, was the only son of Sir John Ingilby, 
Bart., of Ripley, by his wife, Elizabeth Emerson, only 
daughter and heiress of Wharton Emerson, Esq., of 
Kettlethorpe Park, county of Lincoln, and of Retford, 
Notts, which Wharton Emerson assumed the surname 
and arms of Amcotts, and was created a Baronet in 
1796, with remainder to the eldest son of his daughter, 
Lady Ingilby. Consequently, at his demise, the title 
devolved upon Sir William Amcotts Ingilby, the sub- 
ject of this notice, who was born on the 20th June, 
1783, and who (besides inheriting the Amcotts Baro- 
netey) succeeded to the paternal Baronetcy of Ripley 
as second Baronet, on the death of his father, the 
8th May, 1815 —having assumed, in 1812, by Royal permission, the 
name of Amcotts before that of Ingilby. Sir William married, first, 
in April, 1522, Louisa, daughter of John Atkinson, Eaq.,of Maple Hayes, 
in the county of Stafford, which lady died on the 22nd July, 1836; Sir 
William married, secondly, the 27th July, 1843, Mary Ann, only child 
of John Clementson, Esq., and grand-daughter of the late Sir Thomas 
Turton, Bart. Sir William had no issue by either marriage. He died 
on the 14th inst., at the house of John Clementgon, Esq., 23, Abingdon- 
street, Westminster. 


THE BISHOP OF BATH AND WELLS. 

Tuer Hon. and Right Rev. Richard Bagot, D.D., Lord Bishop of Bath 
and Wells, was the third son of William, first 
Baron Bagot, by h’s wife Louisa, daughter of 
John, second Viscount Bolingbroke, and was 
brother of William, cecond and present Baron 
Bagot. He was born the 22nd Nov., 1782. He 
was educated at Rugby, whence he proceeded 
to Christ Church, Oxford, in 1800. He took his 
degree of B.A.in 1803 ; and, in 1804, was elected 
Fellow of All Souls College, which fellowship 
he retained until Dec. 1806, when he married 
the Lady Harriet, youngest daughter of George 
Bussey, fourth Earl of Jersey, having a short 
time previously obtained his degree of M.A. 
On the death of the Rev. Dr. Legge, in 1829, 
he succeeded to the Bishopric of Oxford, and 
bad the degree of Doctor of Divinity conferred 
on him by the University, by diploma. On 
the death of the Rey. Dr. Law, Bishop of Bath and Wells, in 
1845, Dr. Bagot was translated to that see. The right rev. prelate 
died at Brighton, on the 15th instant. He leaves issue six sons 
and three daughters. The eldest daughter is married to the Hon. and 
Rev. Lord Charles Thynne; the second, to the Hon. and Rey. G. O. 
Bridgman ; and the third, to William Henry, Viscount Downe. 


SIR CHARLES WOLSELY, BART. 

Sm CHar.es WOLSELY, eighth Baronet of Wolsely, in the county of 
Stafford, was the eldest son of Sir Charles Wolsely, the seventh Baronet, 
the well-known politician and supporter of] Catholic claims, by his 
second wife, Anne, youngest daughter of Anthony Wright, Esq., of 
Wensdale, Eesex. Sir Charles, the eighth Baronet, was born in 1813; 
he married, in 1834, Mary Anne, eldest daughter of the late Nicholas 
Stonor, Esq., of Acton House, Middlesex, by whom he leaves four sons; 
the eldest of them, Charles William, born in 1846, is now the ninth 
Baronet. Sir Charles, the eighth Baronet, who succeeded to the fawnily 
honours the 3rd October, 1846, died on the 15th int. 

The house and Baronetcy of Wolsely rank among the oldest in the 


realm, 
LIEUT.-GENERAL STAVELY. 

Lizut.-GENERAL WILLIAM STAveELY, C.B., Commander-in-Chief of 
the Madras Army, passed the greater part of his life in military service: 
he commenced, under the Duke of Wellington, at Oporto, in May, 1809, 
that career in which he rose to the rank of Lieut.-General. Stavely 
shared in the glories of Talavera, Pombal, Redinha, Foz d’Arouce, 
Sierra de Moita, Fuentes d’'Onor, Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajos, Vittoria, 
the passage of the Bidassoa, Nivelle, and Toulouse. He acted also in 
the campaign of 1815, and wa3 at the battle of Waterloo, and at the 
capture of Paris, where he was severely wounded. He received the 
war medal with eight clasps, and a reward of £100 per annum for dis- 
tinguished service through the Peninsula and the campaign of 1815. 
Lieut.-General Stavely died in India, suddenly, on the 4th March, while 
in his carriage, on a journey, shortly after he had left a place called 
Tippicadoo.

COLONEL SIR JAMES TENNANT, K.C.B. 
Tue death of this gallant soldier ocourred at Mean Meer, British Iodia, 
on the 6th of March, at the age of sixty-four. At the period of his de- 
cease he was Brigadier Commanding at Lahore. 

Few officers in the Bengal army have been more actively engaged than 
Sir James Tennant. In Boondelkund, in Oudh, at Kalidger, a: Bhurt- 
pore, under Sir David Ochterloney and Lord Hastings; at Maharajpoor, 
at Chillianwallah, and finally at Goojerat, in the ali-important post of 
Brigadier-General of Artillery, the distinguished veteran earned the 
highest military reputation. He was also eminent as a mathematician. 
His loss is deeply deplored. 


THE HON. LADY GLYNNE. 


Mary, Lapy GLYNNE was the second daughter of Richard Aldworth, 
second Lord Braybrooke, by his wife Catherine, fourth and youngest 
daughter of the Right Hon. George Grenville; consequently, Lady 
Glynne was the first cousin of the Countess of Portsmouth, whose 
demise is above noticed: both ladies were nieces of the first Marquis 
of Buckingham. Lady Glynne was married on the 11th April, 1806, to Sir 
Stephen Richard Glyune, eighth Baronet of Harwarden Castle, Flint- 
shire, who died on the 5th March, 1815, and by whom she had issue two 
sons (the elder, Stephen, is the present and ninth Baronet) and two 
daughters—viz., Catherine, married the 25th July, 1839, to the Right 
Hon. W. BE. Gladstone, M.P. and Chancellor of the Exchequer; and 
Mary, married the 25th July, 1839, to Lord Lyttleton. 

Lady Glynne’s death has just occurred at’ Hagley Hall, in her sixty- 
eighth year.

Major Mayow, unattached, has 
been selected as Brigade Major. 


Mepicat Starr or THE British Army In Turkey.—The 
following is a correct statement of the onnel of the medical depart- 
ment of the army of 27,000 men ordered to Turkey under the command of 
Lord Raglan:—Staff: 1 inspector-general of hospitals, 4 deputy in- 
spectors-general of hospitals, 12 staff surgeons of the first class, 13 staff- 
surgeons of the second class, 48 staff assistant-surgeons, 1 chief apothecary, 
3 dispensers ot medicines, 3 purveyors, 6 purveyors’-clerks, 2 medical 
clerks, and 1 cutler and hi? assistant. Regimental: 1 surgeon and 3 
assietant-surgeons to each regiment of infantry (850 men), 1 surgeon and 
1 assistant-surgeon to every 2 squadrons ofcavalry (250 men), 1 assistant- 
surgeon to every troop of horse-artillery, 1 assistant-surgeon to every 
field-battery, and 1 surgeon ordnance medical department for general 
duties. Total number of medical officers, 203. During the Peninsular 
War rather more than one-third, but not quite one-half, of the medical 
officers of the army, were generally ineffective from sickness, &c.; 
therefore, az there is no reason to expect Jess disease will occur in Turkey, 
there must be a reserve of 68 medical officers to supply the places of 
such as become unfit for duty. 


Tue first promotion for the Russian war has been conferred 
upon Commander John Bourmaster Dickson (1847), Commander in 
Admiral Dundas’s flag-ship Britannia. He has been promoted to the 
rank of Captain for his gallant services in command of the rocket-boats 
at the Jate Bombardment of Odessa. 


Foop ror THE British Troops 1x Turkry.—The autho- 
rities at the Horse Guards have had under their consideration a newly- 
invented meat cake, which seems to be admirably adapted for soldiers 
engaged in a campaign like that in which we are about to embark in 
Turkey. Each cake affords three good meals, weighs 74 ounces, divided 
in three rations of 24 ounces each, which can be eaten dry, or when 
broken up and mixed with warm or cold water affords a nutritious soup. 
These meat cakes are easily stowed away, and a soldier might, with ease, 
carry a dozen in his haversack, to be used as reserved rations whenever 
the supply of other provisions failed, thereby being independent of the 
commissariat for twelve days. Mr. O’Brien, in the second edition of “A 
Residence in Wallachia,” referring to this invention, says, “ I have more 
than once tasted the soup made from these cakes, and found it excellent.” 
Mr. Colquhoun approved of them so highly that he sent some to Con- 
stantinople, with a recommendation that they should be used in the 
Turkish army. 


ALpDERsHoTT Camp.—Plans have been submitted to the Govern- 
ment for the erection of huts, on the heath at Aldershott, for the purpose 
of forming a standing camp, better suited than tents for this climate. 
Before the departure of Lord Raglan for Turkey, engineers had been em- 
ployed in making the requisite arrangements for the erection of these 
lines, the cost of which will not exceed £10,000. The intention is to place 
thé troops for the summer dri!l and training in these barracks at Alder- 
shoit, and obviate the heavy expense of a camp, like that at Chobham 
lest year, and the wear and tear of field equipage. , 


Tae Army In IreLanp.—The reduction that has taken place 
in the Irish military establishment, in consequence of the war, ameunts 
to about 9000 men. The present force consista of five regiments of cavalry, 
and six regiments of infantry ; there are, besides, twenty-seven regi- 
rig aépéts: making altogether, exclusive of artillery, a force of 

,700 men. 


Orpers have been issued for 1000 of the Minié rifle muskets 
peculiarly manufactured in the year 1851, to be sent out to Turkey with 
the least possible delay, to replace those now in use by a portion of the 
troops stationed in the East. 


Tue Admiralty, anxious to provide additional medical as- 
sistance of some sort for the navy, have consented to accept the services 
of young men wauting two years of completing their apprenticeship, as 
cispensers, at a salary of £100 per annum. 


Ir is said that farriers are much wanted in the force now 
stationed in and proceeding to Turkey, and that commanding officers of 
infantry regiments have been cailed upon for a return of all men who 
have been originally brought up as farriers, and willing to volunteer for 
service in the East. 


TE GuN-BOATS FOR THE FLEET.—The new gun-boats build- 
ing by the Admiralty are to carry guns of the heaviest calibre used in the 
navy, and ere to be propelled with screw machinery, so placed as to be 
altoge. her out of reach of shot, the machinery being under the water- 
line ; they will alzo have the advantage of being the swiftest steamers in 
the fleet, as well as most formidable gun-boats. Half adozen of these 
are equal to a hundred of the Russian gun-bcats, and will be much better 
adapted for war purposes than paddle-wheel gun-boats. To meet the 
requirements of the war, a class of gun-boats of smaller tonnage, and of 
less horse-power machinery, is also being constructed. 


EXPLOSION oF A Batic Gun-noat.—The Government gun- 
boat, the Jasper, blew up on Monday morning, twelve miles off Beachy 
Head, but bereey: no life was lost. The Jasper, with thirty-three hands 
on board, left Portsmouth Harbour on Saturday morning for the Baltic, 
under the command of Lieutenant okie having about two tons or 
poweer on board, and other ammunition. They had proceeded as far as 
Beachy bead, when about half-past six o’clock they discovered a fire be- 
tween the boiler and the powder magazine. Every effort was made to ex- 
tinguish the flames, but without avail. At last they deemed it exped ent 
to quit the ship in their three boats. They lay by the vessel at a safe 
disiance, and about half past nine o'clock the vessel blew up. The crew 
were picked up by the Vanguard, of Liverpool, which took them to within 
three miles of Brighton, where they were safely landed in their boats at 
seven o'clock in the evening, having lost nearly everything on board. 


Tue Miitia.—The 3rd West York Regiment of Militia (Light 
Infantry), commanded by Colonel Loftus, was reviewed last week, on 
Doncaster Race-course, by Colonel Slade, Inspecting Field Officer ot the 
district. The progress made by the corps during a few days’ training was 
astonishing, and, to an indifferent spectator, it might have passed for a 
batia ion of regulars. But the clothing issued to the men is abominably 
bad, and could not stand six months’ wear. That which is served out to 
the Line is wretchedly inferior to what it should be, as every soldier 
knows, but in the case of the Militia itis far worse: Government furnishes 
the latter, but the permenently embodied Infantry is at the mercy ef the 
clothing colonels. 


Tue Mippiesex Miritia—The Ist Royal Middlesex Regi- 
ment of Militia, which is now in course of training at Hampstead, had 
the honour of a visit yesterday (Friday) week from his Royal Highness 
the Prince Consort and the Prince of Wales, attended by the Hon. 
Colonel Phipps. The regiment was on the point of being dismissed drill 
for the day when their Koyal Higinesses rode up, and Colonel Wood, 
one of her Majesty’s Aides-de-camp, who commands this regiment, imme- 
diately ordered it to take up a new alignment. - The regiment was then 
wheeled into line ; the ranks opened and saluted the Royal visitors, who 
rode down the line, returning by the rear. The ranks were next closed, 
and the regiment advanced in line, in good order, for a considerable dis- 
tance over yery rugged ground. Again the ranks were opened, and the 
Royal salute was repeated. His Royal Highness the Prince Consort ex- 
pressed himself astonished and delighted—sentiments evidently recipro- 
cated by the soldiers, for, as their Royal Highnesses rode away, loud 
cheers burst forth from the ranks. 


Fracas with aN American Caprary.—The Brazilian mail, 
which arrived on Saturday last, brings intelligence of a disazreeable 
affair which had taken place at the Falkland Islands. Tie United States 
corvette German Town had demanded from her Britannic Maje:ty’s bri 
Express, some prisoners the latter had detained for trespassing on British 
fishing-grounds. On Captain Boyce’s refusal to give them up, the captain 
of the German Town wrote a most imperious demand for them, threaten- 
ing that if the demand was not complied with he would fire into the Er- 
press, and he actually beat to quarters, and ran his guns out without the 
tompions. The captain of the Z was not to be frightened from 
doing his duty by these very aggressive demonstrations, and fina!ly suc- 
ceeded in delivering the prisoners over to the civil authorities, by whom they 
were fined. is Occurrence had occasioned some acrid correspondence 
between the British and United States authorities, which has been for- 
warded to their respective Governments.

THE MALT DUTY. 


On the order for the second reading of the Excis¢-duties (Malt and 


Spirits) Bill, 
Mr. CayLey moved to defer the second reading for six months. In 


taking this course he professed to be actuated solely by a sense of public 
duty, believing that the increase of the Malt-tax was not only unjust, 


but inconsistent with the principles of commercial policy which had 
been adopted by the present Government. 


endeavoured to show, that it had been brought about by negotiations at

The amendment was seconded by Mr. Srannore, who objected to the 
additional Malt-tax because it was excessive in amount, and was levied 
unfairly upon one class, and because there was no real necessity for 
raising this particular tax in the exigency of the war, it being required 
only to remedy the financial errors of the last session. 

Lord Monck briefly replied to some of the arguments of Mr. Cayley. 

Colonel GiLPrn said, the feeling of the agriculturists with whom he 
had communicated was unanimously against this tax, to which he 
objected also, because he believed it would not produce what was ex- 
pected, nor compensaie for the burden it would cast upon the public. 

Mr. WARNER opposed the amendment, defending the financial 
measures of the Government and the expediency of the tax. 

The Marquis of GkANBy and Mr. POLLARD-URQUHART supported the 
amendment. 

Mr. Crosstey opposed it, as did also Mr. BALL. 


Mr. Bentinck, Mr. Barrow, and Mr. Newdegate supported the amead- 


ment. 


Mr. J. Wuxson observed that, as the House had approved the policy of 


the war, what it had toconsider was, the means by which it should be car- 
ried cn. Experiments made by increasing the Customs-duties had always 
failed, whereas an increase of the Mait-tax had never hitherto failed. The 
argument that the additional duty fell upon the producer, not the con- 
sumer, was refuted by the fact that there had been no reduction in the 
price of barley, and that the brewers had announced their intention to 
raise the price of beer a little beyond the amount of the duty. 

Mr. Spooner supported the amendment, insisting upon the injustice 
and inequality of the tax. 

Sir C. BURRELL entirely coincided with Mr. Spooner. 

Mr. SANDARS was disposed to find Government the ways and means by 


which the war might be brought to an early termination, and was of 


opinion that £2,500,000 could not be raised with so little disturbance of 
the industry of the country 28 by an increase of the Malt-tax. 

Mr Foyer strongly condemned a tax which fell upon a necessary 
beverage of the agricuitural poor. 

Sir E. B. Lyrron, after a general criticism of the Budget, said it was 
true that the Malt-tex fell upon the consumer; but did it for that rea- 
son Jess indirectly affect the home producer? He cited the authority of 
Mr. M‘Culloch, who said that this tax “ indirectly, if not directly, is 
especially injurious to the agriculturists.” 

Mr. DRUMMOND aeked if it was possible to propose a single tax which 
the stupidest man in the House could not find an objection to? Were 
they going to raise money for the war or not? If they were, the only 
question was from whose pocket it was to come. 
the Malt-tax, the country would be lucky if that and the Income-tax 
were not coubled. 

Sir J. PAKINGTON felt the painful position in which his party were 
placed in being compelled to object to any proposal for meeting the ex- 
penses of a wor in the justice of which they had concurred; but the 
blame rested with the Government. 

Lord J. Bussetn eaid, the question before the House was, whether, 
when a formidable military Power threatened to swallow up one 
of our allies, 1s. 3d. a bushel upon malt was too great a sacrifice. 
Unless taxes were imposed upon articles of general consumption, arevenue 
could not be obtained; and if they were laid upon articles of necessity, 
they would occasion great hardship among the community at large. The 
object, therefore, was to levy the taxes upon articles of general con- 
sumption which were not articles of necessity ; and there were none to 
which this description so strictly applied as those of spirits and malt. 
“ Don’t tell me,” gaid the noble Lord, “ that the tax is sa objectionable 
that you are ready to vote any other, and that the landed interest will 
resist this small addition to the Malt-duty; tell me not that this is really 
the obstacle which prevents you from supporting the Government, but 
that, although you are in favour of the war, you are not ready to vote the 
necessary supplies.” 

Mr. DisRAELI supported the policy of the war; but a statesman 
ought to think of something more than the amount of the burden ; 
the principle of the tax must enter into the contemplation of the 
House of Commons, and, if neglected by the House, would not escape 
the reflection of the people. He opposed this additional tax on malt. 
because it’'was unjust to those who were to pay it, and because it was 
unnecessary to have recourse to it. He objected to the tax, how- 
ever, not merely because it wa3 unjust and unnecessary, but because it 
hampered the industry, crippled the progre*s, and in every way injured 
the agricultural interest ofthis untry, and because of its grievous im- 
policy in irritating a class to whose patriotism the State was compelled 
to appeal. . 

Upon a division, Mr. Cayley’s amendment was negatived by 303 
against 195. 

The bill was then read a second time. 

Lord PALMERSTON brought down a Message from her Majesty relative 
to calling out and embodying tle militia.

TAXES ON LAW PROCEEDINGS. 

Lord BrovGHamM brought under notice the subject of taxes on law 
proceedings. He complained of the heavy fece imposed upon suitors in 
the county courts. From returns, it was shown that in the superior 
tribunals the fees imposed upon actions for debt amounted to only 
£50,000 a year, while the aggregate paid in the county courts was 
£261,000—showing an average of 30 per cent on the amount recovered. 
This could not fail to prove highly prejudicial to the utility of the 
county courts, and he recommended that the charges now paid from 
fees should be paid for the future from the Consolidated Fund. His 
Lordehip moved resolutions embodying his views. 

The Lorp CHANCELLOR concurred generally in the views expressed 
by Lord Brougham, but thought it would be inexpedient to adopt the 
suggestions at present. The whole question would be considered when 
the report of the County Courts’ Commission was received. 

The resolutions were negatived. f

Mr. M. Gipcon called the attention of the House to the present un- 
satisfactory state of the law affecting the press. He remarked that the

As to getting rid of 
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position of the law was now this, that observations on facts might be 
permitted, but facts themselves might not be stated. It needed the 
refined intellect attributed to the Chancellor of the Exchequer to intro- 
duce such a law. If he (Mr. Gibson) chose to publish Admiral Dun- 
das’s regrets that he had been compelled to bombard Odessa, he laid 
himself open to a penalty, but if he published a violent attack upon the 


Admiral for neglecting his duty, he might do so withimpunity. He | 


urged that public policy demanded that, if observation and discussion 
were permitted, facta, which corrected erroneous theory, ought also to 
be allowed. This was a practical grievance, for numerous parties were 
interested in the question, and prosecutions were goiog on for alleged 
infractions of the law. It had, he remarked, lately been discovered that 
musical news came under the act, and a musical journal had been 
threatened ; though, in proof of the inconsistency of the administrators 
of the Jaw, Mr. Gibson stated that the Solicitor to the Board of Inland 
Revenue had informed a Wakefield paper that “ dramatic news, and suca 
like,” wereunobjectionable. He also urged that there was one law for the 
powerful London publisher, and another for the small provincial publisher ; 
indeed, there was no end of the anomalies arising from the present 
system. He called upon the Government to remember that they 
could not subsist entirely on war, and begged that at the next general 
election they would enable their supporters to say that they had tried 
to do comething to ameliorate the law on this subject. Dwelling upon 
the importance of 2 good and cheap press, a3 a means of education, he 
moved a resolution to the eff:ct that the laws in reference to the pe- 
riodical press and newspaper stamps were ill-defined and unequally 
enforced, and that the subject demanded the early consideration of 
Parliament. 

Mr. A. Kinnarrp seconded the motion. . 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL admitted that the law was in a most com- 
plicated and anomalous state, and required improvement. He con- 
tended, however, that mauy of the anomalies in the statutes were 
softened away by the mode in which they were administered, and 
emphatically denied the assertion that they had ever been used for the 
purposes of persecution. Observing that some inconvenience might 
follow the passing of the resolution before the House, he concluded by 
moving the previous question. ¢ 

Mr. Ewart argued that, as the odium theologicum prevented a system 
of national education from being adopted, the people ought not to be 
denied the right to educate themselves by means of the press. 

Mr. Home was afraid that the professions of the Government as to 
the education of the people were all sham, for they doggedly ad- 
hered to the old system of preventing the diffusion of knowledge 
amongst the people by means of cheap unstamped mewspapers 
The taxes on knowledge tended to keep the workiog classes of this 
country in vice and ignorance. Those taxes deprived Eaglishmen of 
the very food of their minds—practical intelligence and information. 
In no country, except in a few Catholic countries, was the press so 
heavily taxed as in England (Hear, hear) England seemed to be oa 
an equal footing with Catholic Rome in its desire to stifle knowledge. 

The SoLiciroR-GENERAL could not agree to the language of that 
resolution being adopted by the House, because it would imply very 
great reproach onthe Government, namely, that the law had been 
unequally enforced. The law had not been unequally enforced from auy 
design, caprice, or inconstancy of purpose. No doubt, the point respeot- 
ing the security to be given by the publishers of newspapers was 01 
deserving of attention. There was in the existing law relics of the six 
Acts of 1819, which he thought might be well got rid of (Hear, hear) ; 
and a bili might very properly be introduced for the purpose of making 
the law more simple and: uniform on the sutject. When such a bill was 
introduced, the Government would endeayvouf to include init a better 
definition of the term newspaper; but he was afraid that it would be 
impossible to adopt a definition more clear and distinct than that which 
had been repeated from age to age to the present time, “a 

Sir J. SHELLEY believed that « free circulation of newspapers woul i 
do more to promote education, than any system which had been devised 
(Hear, hear). 

Mr. Crosstry could not agree that, because we were at war, they 
ought not to consider their system of taxation. They ought rather to 
see whether it could not be improved. He would suggest that the tax 
cn newspapers should be taken off, and a heavy stamp imposed ox 
bankers’ cheques. 

Mr. BRIGHT refused to be satisfied with smooth words from the law 
officers of the Crown. Their promises, heremarked, never touched upon 
the great evil of the case. The Government did not maintain the news- 
paper stamp and other restrictions on the press merely for the sake of reve- 
nue. The tenacity with which these burdens were defended arose from « 
wish to impede the circulation of one siagle class of intelligence, that, 
namely, relating to political subjects. The tax, in many instances, 
formed an impost of one hundred per cent on the value of the 
article—weighing more heavily in the precise proportion that the com- 
modity was produced at a cheaper cost, and operated asa complete bar 
to the circulation of newspapers amongst those labouring classes whom 
it was most important to educate and enlighten. At present news- 
papers were only accessible to the working man at the public-house. 

Lord PALMERSTON suggested that the resolution should be modified, 
and might then be allowed to pass. The noble Lord at the same time ex 
pressed his full concurrence in the opinion that the means of affording in- 
formation to all classes of the people should be rendered as wide as 
possible. 

Mr. M. Gizson, in reply, declined to change the tenor of his motion. 

Lord PALMERSTON having obtained from the right hon. member aa 
admission that his resolution involved no censure upon any Ministerial! 
department or official, consented to waive all opposition. The amend- 
ment of the “previous question” was then withdrawn, and the resolu 
tion pasced without a division. 

Mr. BLAND obtained leave to introduce two bills—one, “‘ for a better 
and more general mode of taking the average price of corn and other 
agricultural produce in Ireland ;” and another,“ to provide for the annual

The second reading of the 
bill having been moved, Mr. STERLING moved, as an amendment, that 
the bill be read a second time that day six monthe, The proposed mode 
of dealing with that important subject involved que-tions of so im- 
portant a nature, that he trusted the measure would not be entertained. 
Lord DALKFITH, in a maiden speech, seconded the amendment. Lord 
Excno urged that the deficiencies of the present eystem were glaring, 
‘and that no extension would remedy them. Mr. C. BRUCE opposed the 
bil, because of its irreligious character, and its antagonism to the Esta- 
blished Church. Mr. J. MacGregor denied that the measure tended 
to separate religious and secular education. _Mr. G. Dunpas objected to 
several of the changes in the existing system which the proposed mea- 
eure would accomplish. Mr. G. Durr considered the bill to be pecu- 
larly adapted to the wants of the people of Scotland. Mr. MIALL 
dilated upon the hideous ignorance which prevailed, especially among 
the city populations, in beth sections of the kingdom. The Government 
proposition for Scotland was hopelessly insufficient to cope with so 
gigantic an evil, and he would, therefore, vote for the amendment. Mr. 
POUVERIE was convinced that the measure would tend to improve the 
moral end educational state of theeScottish people. Mr. J. MackIE 
enlogised the existing system, and deprecated change. Mr. Hume thought 
that it was impossible that the general education of the people of 
Scotland should be left longer in the hands of a minority. The separa- 
tion which had taken.place in the Church of that country rendered a 
radical change indispensably necessary. Circumstances and opinions 
had altered, und for that al‘eration the Government were bound to pro- 
yide. Col. Buarr rebutted the allegations that the opponents of the bill 
were opposed to the extension of education. Mr. Cowan repudiated 
with come warrath the charge thatit would introduce a system of God- 
less education. Mr. NAPIER objected to the measure, because it super- 
seded, instead of being gu pramectel to, the schools now existing in 
connexion with the Ch ; land. Mr. Cospen considered the 
bill deficient, inasmuch as it did not sever secular education from relis 
gious teaching. The Hon. F. Scorr supported the amendment. The 
Lorp Apvocare replied to the different arguments against the bill; and, 
after a few remarks from Mr. Bowyer, the House divided:—For the 
second reading, 184; for the amendment, 193: majority, 9. The bill © 
was accordingly thrown out. The result was received by the Opposition 
with loud cheers.

From none of those sources could I collect that Sir John Moore 
ever read, much less took to heart, the newspaper criticisms of the day, 
during his operations.

Certainly 
he was not of & temperament to be disturbed by such things; and as to 
their causing him to neglect the safety of his troops, the gist of all the 
flimsy censures which have been published on his conduct, is that he 
took too much care of their safety, and should have risked more!

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TOWN AND TABLE-TALK ON LITERATURE, ART, &o. 


THE obituary of this week records the death of George Clint, whose 
inimitable pencil has done so much to preserve to posterity the comic 
excellences of Munden, Liston, and old Charles Mathews. Zoffany 
did not do more for Garrick and Parsons than Clint has done for the 
great actors who had the good fortune to sit tohim. To many of the 
young frequenters of our popular exhibitions, the name of Clint, we 
euspect, is almost wholly unknown ; but to any one conversant with art 
in this country, Clint’s claims to excellence as a painter in the line he 
delighted to excel in, are at once admitted. He is on his throne at the 
Garrick Club—in the collection of dramatic pictures formed by the late 
Charles Mathews, and now, by Mr. Durrant’s liberality, the property of the 
Club. 

In that small-sized picture from ‘“ Love, Law, and Physic,” how ad- 
mirably he has caught the artistic peculiarities of Mathews, Liston, 
Blanchard, and Emery. In that ecene from “ Lock and Key,” which 
hangs by its cide, how happily he has transferred to canvas the inimit- 
able Munden, and the not less inimitable Mrs. Orger. In thas small 
full-length of Monsieur Mallet, who that remembers the man, does 
not sce at once before him the most versatile of actors, the elder 
Mathews. In that kit-kat head of Listoa, how excellently well he 
has shown his skill in catching the cver-changing features of Liston. 
Or, when stepping from the Garrick to Rutland-gate, who that has 
seen Liston as Paul Pry, but again beholds him—oh! how good he 
was, in that well-sustained conception. Clint was an able artist, and 
his pictures will rise in value, though he found no Vernon to encou- 
rage him. 

The pictures of Zoffany and Clint are in art, and to good old actors, 
what Cibber’s Apology, and some of Lamb's Essays are in literature 
to the same almost now extinct class of people. 

Mr. Clint was the only artist who ever voluntarily withdrew from the 
ranks of the Royal Academy. He pursued 2 manly course. He was 
elected an Associate in 1821, and, after fourteen years of waiting for 
election into the highest ranks of the Academy, he, in 1835, resignei his 
diploma. He would no longer, he said, suffer himself to remain in a po- 
sition that enabled his brethren to depreciate his talents. He hail seen 
twenty vacancies occur, and seen them filled up, in some few instances, 
by his seniors, but, in most instances, by his juniors, in point of election, 
and, we will add, talent. Between 1821 and 1835, the Acade ny had 
been enabled to elect into ita ranks two-and-twenty Associates—yviz., 
Clint, Wyattville, Jones, Pickersgill, Wilkins, Etty, Danby, Allan, 
Briggs, E. Landseer, Deering, Chaloa, Eastlake, Newton, Cockerell, 
Witherington, Wyon, Stanfield, Geddes, Gibson, Uwins, and Lee. Of 
these twenty-two, all have been, or are, with three exceptions, Royal 
Academicians, The exceptions are—Mr. Geddee, who died an As:o- 
ciate ; Mr. Danby, who is still an Associate; and Mr. Clint, who withdrew 
in 1835. It was Mr. Clint’s belief that the prospects of an artist are 
seriously injured by any body of men who can, at every fresh vacancy, 
pags a slur upon his talents by electing his junior to that position which 
it is evident to the public he is anxious to obtain. Nay, Mr. Clint 
would urge, and did urge vehemently at the time, that an artist should 
not even be elected an Associate, unless it was clear to those wao elected 
him that he had even then painted pictures of merit enough to entitle 
him to the full honours of the Academy. Our wonder is, not that Mr. 
Clint withdrew, but that he was so long in withdrawing. Now it is no 
matter in what way his prospects were injured ; it is enough that he has 
painted pictures that will live from their own high merits, and the able 
actors they perpetuate, while oil and canvas will hold together. Mr. 
Clint was in his eighty-fifth year, and was practising his old calling 
within a few wecks of his death. We saw, 2 few days ago, a clever 
“ Falstaff” picture from his pencil, of this year’s creation.

and Maiden Coy ” sold fors00 guineas; Egg’s“ First Interview of Pater 
the Great with the Empress Catherine” went for 255 guineas; Sir 
Joshua’s charming portrait 0: Mrs. Bradyll was considered a bar- 
gain at 215 guineas; and Romney’s ‘Head of Lady Hamilton as 
Cassandra” was spoken of as cheap at 180 guineas. Two anecdotes are 
current about this sale. The Romney was sold by Christie, some seven 
years ago, at Newington fughes’s sale, for ninety guineas, and was then 
deemed dear. Now, when it has cold for ss much again, it is considered 
cheap. Such isone story. The other we allude to refers to the pur- 
chaser of the Danby. He who gave 660 guineas for this fine picture waa 
the princely ironmaster of Birmingham who gave, a fortnight ago, for 
his first picture, Turner’s “ Guardship at the Nore,” 1530 guineas. The 
Danby is his second acquisition. He has either good ta-te himself, or 
has no bad adviser at his back.

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THE EMPRESS OF AUSTRIA. 


Tux beautiful and accomplished young Princess who 
has just been elevated to the Imperial throne of Aus- 
tria, personifies the future of hope and rejuvenescence 
which now dawns on that empire, after all the terri- 
ble reverses of the last revolutionary epoch. The life 
of a young girl of seventeen, even though £0 exalted 
in station, necessarily aff.rds but few materials for a 
biographical notice; but the associations she brings 
with her help to fill the void, constituting, as they do, 
a presage of future stability to the empire over which 
she is called on conjointly to preside. The par: played 
by Bavaria in the politics of Europe has been over- 
looked, because its results have not yet been commen- 
surate with the foundations that have been laid. Of 
all the royelties that grew up under the shadow of 
Napoleon, that of Bavaria is the only cne exis ing, 
because the only one founded on hereditary right; 
and there certainly appears to be a degree of life in 
the Bavarian nation, and in the policy of the reigning 
family, strongly suggestive of affinity with the genius 
of the man to «hom they owed their regal title. We 
may be assured that, however much of love may have 
entered into the alliance wh'ch has just been com- 
pleted at Vienna, it has not been merely what is ordi- 
narily termed a love-match, but that reasons of State 
policy have also entered into the plan. Happy the 
Monarchs who thus can make their interests coincide 
with their affections. The position of Austria is 
materially strengthened and improved by this close 
alliance with the reigning family of Bavaria, That 
kingdom, although only a second-rate one in the 
Royal hierarchy of Europe, is favourably placed for 
the attainment of. power, or at least for the mainte- 
nance of an inconvenient neutrality. With its people 
hardy and well compacted, with comparatively free 
legislative institutions, a good understanding between 
the King and the people, and a command of the 
Danube and the Rhine, it is impossible to say to 
what devree of eminence it might not be raised by the 
agency of some Sovereign gifted with a genius either 
for war or diplomacy. In fact, at a time when friendly 
relations between Bavaria and Austria were sus- 
pended, the statesmen of the fo: mer country began to 
dream of making it a kind of Southern Prussia. 
Austrian statesmen have ever been desirous of keep- 
ing up friendly relations with this Power; and, for 
five or «ix centuries past, the alliances between the 
two Royal families have been frequent. The last of 
these marriages, that which has placed the subject of 
this notice on the throne of Austria, is not by any 
means the least important, considering the attitude 
assumed by the Great Northern Power of Germany ; 
so that thus a love-match between two persons 80 
young as the Emperor and his Empress may not be 
without its consequences of a certain degree of political 
importance. 

In the Romance of History the sorrows of Queens 
play a conspicuous part, and it miyht be easily 
shown, that those sorrows have for the most part 
arisen from the custom, often unavoidable, but almost 
always productive of evil, of selecting the consorts of 
Kings from among Princesses of foreign race and 
manners. The history of England and France is 
full of such examples. The German Sovereigns have not been necessa- 
rily subjected to the same necessity, because, from the number of king- 
doms and principali ics into which Germany is divided, there has always 
be-n a wide field of choice. The domestic education, too, of German 
princes fits them to eu-tain their social o»ligations. We could 
cite a hundred instances of marriages of the class we have 
referred to, where the co: jugal happiness of the contracted parties, 
arising from similarity of language, habits, ideas, and tastes, 
could not be surpassed by the most fortunate examples in private life. 
The young Empress of Austria enters on her married life under these 
favourable auspices. She is not regarded as a stranger either by the 
family or the subjects of her husband. The two Royal races have bern 
so often allied before, that they are almost a-sociated by the ties of con- 
sanguinity. The first of those unions dates at about the end of the

thirteenth century, when the then Elector of Bavaria, Louis II., married 
Matilda, the daughter of Rodolph of Hapsburg Since that time there 
have been no fewer than twenty-four marriages between various mem- 
bers of the two Houses of Hapsburg and Wittelsbach. 
Elizabeth-Amétie-Bugéa e, now the Empress of Austria, is the first 
cous'n, on the mother’s side, of the present King of Bavaria. On the 
father’s side, she is but remotely allied to the Royal family, being the 
daughter of a younger scion, the Duke Maximilian Joseph. This 
Prince inherited the romante-que character which had appeared in the 
persons of some of his ancestors. He was famous and beloved in 
Germany, not merely as a Prince, but alsoasaman. As a@ traveller, 
he resembled the Prince Adalbert of Prussia in ourown day; and he 
was the author of many German songs, which even at the present 
time are familiar te the people. There has been at all times a 


kind of idiosyncratic antagonism between the Sove- 
reigns of Bavaria and their subjects. The !atter, 
the Baotians of Germany; the former, from age to 
age, in the person of this or that Duke or Prince, 
scintillating with the brilliancy of poetic, artistic, mili- 
tary, or diplomatic genius. Of this we have hada 
striking example in our own age. The brother-in-law 
of this very Duke Maximilian Joseph. and, by conse- 
quence. the uncle of the young Empress, was the 
eccentrio King Louis, of questionable notoriety in 
association with Lola Montes Notwithstanding all 
his epicurean follies, this Monarch is (for he still sur- 
vives) sufficiently a poet to have almost worshipped 
that still more ecceniric personage. In the dishonour- 
able éclat caused by these vagaries the European pub- 
lic lost sight for the moment of the services the Monarch 
had rendered to his country in promoting its material 
advancement, and tothe arts by his munificent patron- 
age. Millions of money—much derived from his own 
private resources, more created by the spirit of enter- 
prise—were applied, under his guidance, to the ad- 
vancement of pub‘ie works throughout the country ; 
while his tasteful labours in the beautifying of the 
capital of his kingdom, and in rendering it a great 
focus of art-worship, will render his name honoured 
long after his senile follies shall have been buried in 
oblivion, 

The young Empress of Austria, then, is the daugh- 
ter of one, and the niece of the other, of these Princes 
of the Louse of Wittelsbach, who have thus illumined 
the dull opacity of the Bavarian character, and have 
rendered their names familiar as household words 
throughout Germany. Report says that she has her. 
self inherited much of the poetic organisation of these 
two Princes, and that in her the arts will have one 
more patron. The education given to the Princesses 
of the German families is of the highest order; and 
it is said that the young Empress has greatly profited 
by her instruction, especially in painting and music. 

The Empress is the second daughter of the Duke 
Maximilian Joseph, who married a daughter of Maxi- 
milian Joseph, the first King of Bavaria, and sister 
of Louis the Monarch, who abdicated the throne in 
1848, leaving it to his son Maximilian Joseph the 
Second, the present King. She was born on the 24th 
of Dec, 1837, and is, therefore, in her seventeenth 
year. When political events had led to the abdication 
of the late Emperor of Austria in favour of the young 
Archduke Francis Joseph, the fimily and counsellors 
of the Duke sought for him a suitable alliance. Tra- 
dition pointed to the House of Wittelsbach, and nature 
had done the rest. A Princess of that family— young, 
beautiful, accomplished, amiable—had already at~- 
tracted the young regards of the Emperor. They 
were betrothed on the 18th of August, 1853; and, 
after a courtship, in the course of which the conven- 
tional ceremonies of Royalty were evaded more than 
once by the Imperial lover, in order to see and con- 
verse with his fiancée (rumour even spoke of hi hay- 
ing incurred the danger of assas.ination by conspira- 
tors on one of these oocas‘ons), they were at length 
married on the 24th April last. Seldom has a Royal 
marriage been concluded under more fayeurable aus- 
pices.

NEW MUSEUM OF THE ROYAL COLLEGE OF 
SURGEONS. » : 


THE new H-1l or Museum, at the Royal College of Surgeons, in Lin- 
coln’s-inn-fields, is the second which has been added to the Hunterian 
Museum, since it has been under the conservatorship of Professor Owen; 
the rapid increase in the number of rare and valuable specimens having 
necessitated, not only the enlargement and rebuilding the original 
Museum, in 1836, but the successive addition of two other halls. 

The last, which has been recently completed, and which is the sub- 
ject of the preceding Illustration, is 100 feet in length, 40 feet in 
breadth, and about 60 feet in height. The ground floor is appropriated 
to the ekeletons of animals, and to general osteology ; the galleries, two 
in number, contain the specimens of diseases and diseased parts, form- 
ing the Pathological collection. 

The specimens, several thousands in number, which have been ar- 
ranged in a marvellously brief period of time, are already rendered in- 
structive by having the scientific and common names attached to most 
of these on the ground-floor, whilst those in the galleries are described 
in printed catalogues, placed there for the use of visitors. 

Amongst the skeletons on the platforms may be noticed that of old 
Chuny, the elephant, which was shot at Exeter ’Change, before the abo- 
lition of the menagerie in that thoroughfare : it was the largest elephant 
ever seen in Europe. It was brought to England in 1810, of the age of 
twenty years, and was then so docile as to be exhibited on the stage, in 
one of the pantomimes, at Covent-garden Theatre. In 1814 it was pur- 
chased by Mr. Cross, the proprietor of the menagerie at Exeter "Change, 
and was there exhibited until the year 1826, when a return of an annual 
paroxysm—aggravated, as was ceubsequently found, by inflammation 
of the large pulp of one of the tusks—preduced such ungovernable 
violence as to endanger the breaking down of the den, and to compel 
the keeper to put the enormous beast to death. This was at firet 
attempted by enticing him to eat an orange—a fruit of which he was 
excessively fond—into which a small portion of a strong mineral poison 
had been introduced. The elephant detected the ruse ag soon as he 
had taken the orange in his trunk ; and, throwing it down, he stamped 
upon it with his fore-foot, snd would nolonger allow Mr. Cross, the only one 
who had pre:erved any degree of control over him, to come within reach. 
After many ineffectual shots with a rifle,a corporal’s guard of the Guards 
was cent for, and the animal dropped after receiving upwards of a 
hundred musket-balls. The height of the skeleton to the summit of 
the dorsal spines or withers, is nine feet; the length, from the anterior 
broken extremities of the tusks to the root of the tail, is fourteen feet. 

Two rare kinds of whale—the small-whalebone whale and the bottle- 
nose whale, very convenientiy exhibit the singular bony framework of 
those animals, which, under the guise of fishes, breathe the air and have 
warm blood like land quadrupeds. The skeleton of the rhinoceros 
shows the full magnitude of that massive animal, and is the largest 
that has yet been set up in Europe: it is of the one-horned Indian kind. 
Near it is contrasted the lighter and more delicate skeleton of the 
horse, said to be of the famous racer Eclipse, and which is part of the 
original Hunterian Collection. Amongst the rarer animals may be 
noticed the Sumatram tapir, the walrus, and the narwhale: the latter is 
the marine animal whose tooth or tusk figures in heraldry as the horn 
of the unicorn. The skulls aud other parts and separate bones of the 
skeletons are arranged round the floor in the wall-cases, and the choicer 
and smaller osteclogical specimens in the centre cabinets. 

We believe that the Collection of the College of Surgeons, as now 
arranged in the three Museums, affords the most comprehensive view of 
the animal organisation, in health and disease, which is to be found in 
Europe. Particular museums may exceed it in some departments, as 
that at Paris or Leyden, in the number of skeletons of animals; but in 
no capital of Europe is so complete and systematic a series of orgaulc 
struciures to be found, aud especially so completely catalogued and well 
arranged. 

As the history of this remarkable Museum may not be known 
to many of our readers, we may briefly state that the nu- 
eleus of the Collection was formed by the celebrated surgeon, 
John Hunter, in the last century. It was purchased, after his death, 
by Parliament, for £15,000, and handed over in 1800 to the then 
Company of Surgeons, under the condition that the Company (soon 
after raised to the dignity of a College), should keep the Collection in 
good preservation, and open it for four hours in the forenoon of two 
days every week for the inspection of the members of the College, and 
persons introduced by them: and Parliament wisely added to the con- 
dition that the Collection should be illustrated annually by a course of 
twenty-four lectures, to be delivered by a Hunterian Professor. Be- 
sides the gift of the Collection, Parliament voted a further sum of 
£15,000 in aid of the erection of the Museum, which was completed and 
opened to visitors in 1818. The late Mr. Clift was appointed the first 
Conservator, in 1800, and the Collection waz under his excellent care 
until his retirement, soon after the appointment of Professor Owen 
to the joint offices of Conservatorship and Professorship. A second 
grant of €12,500 was voted to the College by Parliament, and 
the Museum was rebuilt and enlarged, and a smaller room 
added to it in 1836. The third Museum, completed at the 
commencement of the present year, was built by the College, with 
the aid of a third Parliamentary grant of £15,000, voted in 1852. The 
time of access to the Museum has been enlarged to four days in the 
week— Monday to Thursday, from twelve to four p.m. 

There is, perhaps, no metropolis in which the intelligent inhabitants 
have more extensive, varied, and easy means of acquiring a knowledge 
of Nature and Art, in the readiest way—viz , by the eye—than in Lon- 
don at this time, considering the present state and arrangement of the 
British Museum, the Museum of the College of Surgeons, the Museum 
of Practical Geology, in Jermyn-strect, and the new Museums of Art 
and Design, at Marlborough Houze. Next month will bz added the 
stupendous displays at the Crystal Palace at Sydenham. 


MONETARY TRANSACTIONS OF THE WEEK. 


(From our City Correspondent.) 

Compared with some previous weeks, the supply of Stock in the 
market, since we last wrote, has been rather limited. This circum- 
stance, combined with the heavy purchases effected by the Bulls, for 
time, has had a favourable influence upon prices. The advance during 
the week has been about 4 per cent, and which anos to be likely to 
counteract the efforts of the Bear party to reduce the quotations, should 
the next accounts of the Bank of England prove favourable.

FESTIVAL OF THE SONS OF THE CLERG 


In our Journal of last week we fully reported the Bicentenary Festival 
of this olden Corporation, which was celebrated upon a novel and 
unusually large scale, in St. Paul’s Cathedral, on Wednesday week. 
Hitherto the cervice had been performed in the choir; but, this year, 
in order to invest the Festival with additional grandeur, it was resolved 
to extend it by holding it in the body of the Cathedral, under the dome; 
the reading-desk being placed on the north, and the pulpit on the south, 
side of the area; while the choir was arrayed in front of the organ, 
spanning the entire width of the transept from side to side. This ar- 
rangement rendered the musical portion of the service transoendently 
effective. The ordinary choir of the Cathcdzal was strenzthened 
by reinforcements from Westminster Abbey; St. George's Chapel, 
Windsor; the Cathedrals of Bristol, Canterbury, Chester, Win- 
chester; and the choirs of Oxford, Cambridge, and the Temple. 
Mr. Goss presided at the organ. The anthems, after the 
Lessons, were Attwood’s “Cantate Domino,” in D, and the “ Deus 
Misereatur,” of the same composer, alsoin D. After the third collect, 
Gibbon’s. ‘‘ God is gone up,” was sung; and previous to the sermon a 
new anthem, composed for the occasion by Mr, Goss—a work written 
upon the pure ecclesiastical models, and possessing many excellent 
points of musicianship. Handel's * . is the Lamb” followed the 
sermon. The performance of this fine selection, as we have already 
intimated, was exceedingly effective. So large a body of singers, ex- 
perienced in this particular branch of vooalism, could but produce the 
grandest and most impressive results ; and in this respect the Bicentenary 
Festival was celebrated indeed. 

Upon page 468 we have engraved the impressive scene, showing its 
arrangements ; the pulpit and reading-desk being placed against two of 
the piers; and the choir-gallery in the intervening octagon; his 
Royal Highness Prince Albert and suite being seated upon the south side.

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THE Royal Albert was safely launched from Woolwich Dockyard, on 
Saturday, in the presence of the Queen, the Prince Consort, the Royal 
family, the Court, the foreign Ministers, the members of the Legislature, 
the naval and military authorities, and an assemblage, ashore and afloat, 
of at least 100,000 spectators. The morning gave promise of a 


brilliant, unclouded day—such a day as of itself, at this season, makes | 


the river irresistibly attractive to Londoners. Towards noon it became 
rather overcast, and there were indications of a thunder shower; but it 


of 3, tlhe @ockyard was besieged by thousands of ticket-holders, 
and ot not so fortunately situated, and long lines of carriages 
extended almost the whole distance from New-cross up to the 
dockyard gates. At length, however, the gates were passed, 
and holders of “A,B, C,’ and numerous other alphabetical 
tickets, wended their way amid long avenues of store yards, and 
huge piles ef timbers, to their appointed places.

phitheatre, a series of booths, capable of accommodating at least ten | 


thousand persons. Each of the booths was distinguished by a letter

legibly painted in white upon a ground of the same colour as the ticket, 
an arrangement by which an immense amount of confusion was saved 
to the visitors. Here were seated, in spaces set apart for each, and pro- 
ceeding from left to right, in the order stated, the Foreign Ambassadors, 
the members of the two Houses of Parliament, the Cabinet Ministers, 
the general visitors, the army and navy, the Admiralty, and the officers 
of the dockyard, of Whitehall, and Somerset-house, with their friends. 
By the excellent arrangements of the authorities, and by the unwearied 
exertions of Mr. Malalieu, the Police Superintendent of the district, 
spectators who had reserved seats were enabled to reach them without 
any inconvenience or confusion ; and the claims of the multitude were 
not disregarded, as after eleven o’clock the dockyard gates were thrown 
open to them, and leave afforded to the first comers to occupy the best 
places they could select. 

As the hour approached for the Queen’s arrival, every point whence a 
view of the launch could be obtained was crowded. The house-tops 
overlooking that part of the river were manned, and even on the Essex 
shore a multitude of spectators had assembled. Punctual, as usual, to a 
minute, the Royal carriages, with their cavalry escort, reached the dock- 


yard at one o'clock precisely. A guard of honour, composed of the 
Royal Marines, was drawn up and presented arms. The gentlemen 
cadets from the Royal Military Academy were also present, and, with 
Captain Eardley Wilmot at their head, saluted as the Queen passed. 
The factory store-room, at the south end of which her Majesty alighted, 
was lined on either side by 800 boys from the Greenwich Naval Schools, 
' Who raised their shrill cheers as she passed through them. From land 
and water the strains of the National Anthem now resounded. Her 
Majesty was received on alighting by Commodore Shepherd, Superin- 
| tendent of the Yard; the Surveyor-General of the Navy, Sir Baldwin 
| Walker; Sir James Graham, Mr. Bernal Osborne, Admiral Berkeley, 
| and the other Lords of the Admiralty. The Prince Consort, the 
| Prince of Wales, the Princess Royal, Prince Alfred, and her Royal 
| Highness the Duchess of Kent accompanied her Majesty, who 
was alio attended by several ladies of her Court, and of the 
gteat officers of the household. The illustrious party were im- 
| mediately conducted to a covered dai:, tastefully decorated with 
| flowers, and overlooking the river on the west or left side of the slip. 
' Here a short pause ensued while the animated water pageant was sur- 
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veyed, and the thousands of spectators afloat, cheering vociferously all 
the time, opened up a passage, enabling the huge war steamer, when 
lnunched, to swing stern foremost up the river with the flowing tide. 
In a species of semi-state the Royal perty then proceeded by a reserved 
passage along the west side of the slip to a raised platform, covered 
with scarlet eloth, at the ship’s bow. ‘The Commodore-Superintendent 
led the way; then came the Marauis of Abercorn and the Marquis of 
Breadalbane in their official capacities. Her Majesty, leaning on the 
arm of the Prince Consort, advanced next; behind them came the 
other membera of the Royal family; the ladies of the Court, the Lords 
of the Admiraliy, and other distinguished percons in attendance. The 
great assemblege of spectators on their right, representing the rank, 
the intelligence, and, it may be fairly added, the beauty of the country, 
rose to receive and cheer them; while on their left towered the mighty 
fabric of the war-steamer. Artived at the platform, Sir James Graham 
presented Commodore Shepherd, the Superintendeat of the Dockyard, 
to her Majesty; who, after examining an elegant oak hammer and 
chisel rade from a piece of the timber of Nelson’s ship Viclory, and used 
for thespurpose of dividing the cord of the deg-shores, came forward to 
the bows of the ship, where the Master Shipwright, Mr. Kice, having 
been introduced to her Majesty, presented her with a bottle of wine, 
Covered with lace and decorated at either end with the rose, shamrock, 
and thistle: it was suspended horizontally, so that, if lifted or allowed to 
swing by fts own gravity, it would be dashed against the bow. This 
was, however, not properly pointed out to her Majesty, who, standing 
at some distance off, threw the boltle twice without hitting the stem; 
but a brief explanation frem the Master Shipwright enabled her to 
perfect the rites of naval baptism on the Royal Albert. She appeared 
much amuzed at this incident herself, and laughed heartily when it was 
over. The Royal party havicg returned to their original sta‘ion over- 
looking the river with the same observances as accompanied their 
advence from it, the preparations for the lauach immediately commenced. 

Now came the anxious time for Mr. M'Pherson Rice, the able Master 
Shipwright of the yard. It was on the 26th of August, 1842, one of the 
anniversaries of Prince Albert’s birthday, that the keel of the mighty 
war steamer waa laid, Designed, and in some measure constructed, by 
his predecessor, Mr. Lang, the task of completing her devolved upon him 
only in April, 1853. What if all was not right, if the launch could not 
be effected, or any accidenttook place? Time was when such operations 
were attended with much difficulty and danger; when in France, for 
example, it was the custom to employ convicts in the work, and to give 
them their liberty if they escaped with Life; butin this, asin otherrespects, 
the science of naval architecture has made immense progress of late, and 
the only anxiety now felt on occasions of the kind is that naturally 
arising, however confident one may be of the result, from the size of the 
vessel to be run off the slip. A ship like the Royal Albert, of nearly 
4000 tons burden, 272 fret in length, sixty-one feet broad, and sixty-six 
deep, is no ordiaary mass to move, however favourable the circumstances. 
Bat in Jess than ten minutes after her Mojesty had retired from the plat- 
form to her seat, the launch was effected in slow and beautiful style, 
Mr. Rice most wisely adopting the plan of launching the gigantic vessel 
by the blocks, instead of by the dog-shores; for, when a veszel begins to 
draw and press upon the dog-shores, it is not possible to retain hir—as in 
the case of the Boscawen, a few years since, which launched herself an 
hour before the appointed time; and the pressure is some times so enor- 
mous 0a the detaining shores that they cannot te struck away, but have 
to be chopped—en expedient attended «ith great danger. The 
bands on the river and in the dockyam struck up “ Rule Britannia” and 
““God Save the Qucen” promiscuously, in the excitement of the mo- 
maent. There was waving of hats and handkerchiefs, too, in 
abundance; and many a fervent wish arose that so proud a 
shy might be fortunate and victorious. The mingled majesty 
and esse wth which she moved into the water were indescrib- 
ably imposing. She took posse-sion of the river, clearcd away a path 
for herzelf on its breast with a native inborn authority, and became at 
once a Triton among the minnows of small craft around her. Of all the 
great sights with waich the progress of mechanical invention has ren- 
dered the present age familiar, there is none, perhaps, suprrior to that 
which is presented by the launch of a first-rate man-oi-war; and of 
the thousands who witnessed that spectacle on Saturday, there were 
few whose hearts did not involuntarily echo the benediction of the 
Queen, who, in christening her, said, with emphasis, “‘ Success to the 
Royal Albert.” (See the large Illustrations at pages 460, 461.) 

Immediately after the launch the Queen and Royal Family entered 
their carrisges, and quitted the dockyard amid the same demonstrations 
of loyaity as greeted them on their arrival. The immense crowd 
of spectators also gradually dispersed. 

With the number of fine ships that are annually turned off the stocks 
on the Thames, there was nothing in the mere operation of the launch 
on Saturday that need have excited any extraordinary degree of inte- 
rest; but when oue takes into consideration the dimensions of the 
Royal Albert, and other details connected with her construction, a 
material difference arizes. She is no long-backed, narrow, thin-sided 
swimmer of the seas, built for speed in mercantile adventure, but a 
veritable floating fortress, in which the honour and might of Old 
England may be confidently embarked. Her propertions, her arma- 
ment, and her propelling power place her on an equality with the great 
Duke of Wellington. Twenty years ago the Caledonia was considered a 
model: she carried 120 guns; her length was 205 feet; her burden 
about 2750 tons; while the weight of her broadside of metal was about 

7501b. The Royal Albertis the latest effort ef naval science; and it 
is only by comparing her side by side with a line-of-battle ship of a 
former period, that we can fully est:mate her gigantic size or tremendous 
power. Ifthe thing were practicable, there would be no difficulty as 
regards space in placing the Caledoniain her hold. The extreme length 
of the HKoyal Albert is 272 (feet about eight feet shorter than the 
Duke of Wellington),and her extreme breadth 61 feet; her burden is 
3760 tons, and the weight of her broadside of metal more than four 
times that of the Victory, and more than double that of the Caledonia, 
or close upon 4000lbs. The mere weight of timber and iron in her 
bull slone is 53200 tons; and, when thoroughly fitted and equipped, the 
weight is no less than 5500 tons. 

Her armament will be arranged as follows;—On the lower deck there 
will be ten 8-inch guns for firing shells or hollow shot, and twenty-six 
long 32-pounder guns. On the middle deck will be six 8 inch guns, and 
hirty 82-pounders. On the main deck, thirty-eight 32-pounders, and on 
the upper deck twenty 32-pounders. On the forecastle there will be a 
68-pounder gun, mounted on a pivot, and this last will be one of the 
most formidable of all. The gun will weigh five tons, and will throw a 
solid iron shot ef 681b. weight a distance of three miles. If any one has 
stood upon the platform of a battery when heavy guns have been fred, 
he must have witnessed how, after a few discharges, the massive granite 
and the solidly-knitted oak and iron framework has been shaken and 
dislocated by the force of the concussion, and he can fancy what must 
be the strength of the timbers of a man-of-war when a whole tier or 
broadside of these guns is discharged at once. Rea ern 20 

On Monday the Royal Albert arrived at Sheerness from Woolwich at 
11.45 am.,in tow of the steam-vessels African and Adder, with the 
steam-vessel Monkey in attendance. On the magnificent ship round- 
ing the Garrison Point, the flood-tide was making very strong, and 
gave her through the water so much way that both steam-vessel3s were 
obliged to reverse their engines for some time to check her speed; and, 
by the judicious management of the officers in charge, she was safely 
anchored off the dockyard, preparatory to her being taken into the 
basin and dock. 


THE GOLDSMITHS’ AND JEWELLERS’ ANNUITY 
INSTITUTION ASYLUM. 


On Monday, the first Anniversary Festival of the foundation of this In- 
stitution was celebrated bya dinner at the London Tavern: John Brown, 
Esq.. presided, and was supported by about 200 gentlemen, chiefly in the 
trades for whose benefit the Asylum has been founded. After dinner, 
a considerable sum was subscribed by the company, and the proceedings 
were altogether highly satisfactory. As the Asylum has been established 
upon a plan differing in an important reapect from a general “ charity,” 
it may be interesting to detail its rice and progress. 

The Annuity Institution originated from the benevolent exertions of 
several of the most active members of the Goldsmiths’ and Jewellers’ 
trades, in the year 1827, when a society was organised to grant 
assistance to’ the most meritorious members by way of a small 
annuity; and, to make the undertaking as nearly self-supporting as pos- 
sible, the yearly payment that should qualify for a vote was fixed as low 
a3 5s. This not only enlisted the support of the very numerous body, 
any of whom might themselves full into need of its assistance, but also 
awakened the sympathies and contributions of some of the more 
wealthy members of the trades. 

With such encouragement, ia 1837, at a general meeting of the sub- 
seribers, it was resolved to add, under proper regulations, an Asylum 
Fund, by which Almshouses should be provided for the needy. A com-

mittee was thenceforth appointed; and, having so far proceeded in their 
gocd work as to purchase @ piece of land, and to retain about £1000 
towards an Asylum fund, they made an urgent appeal to the great body 
of the trades; and the requisite fund being raised, the foundation- 
stone of the Asylum was laid in May, last year, upon the west side of 
Manor-road, South Hackney. 

The Aeylum, of which we engrave the facade, has been ably.designed 


by Mr. W. P. Griffith, F.S.A.,in the Tudor style ; And constructed of © 


malm bricks, with Caen stone dressings ; the central octagonal pinnacle 
is of Anstone stone. The roofs are high spanned, and covered 
with Bangor slates. The chimney shafts are lofty, and diagonally 
clustered upon a square base, forming a prominent feature. The central 


tablet, having a label with foliated bosses, contains a quotation from 
Pealm 71, v. 9, “ Cast me not off in the time of old age; forazke me not 
when my strength faileth.y Then follow the names of the trustees and 
officers. The buildings accommodate sixteen pensioners, the arrange- 
ments being on the principle of the Poor Brothers in the Charterhouse. 
In the rear, and attached to the dweilings are wash-houses, possessing 
a constant supply of water. It is gratifying to add that the Asylum hag 
been chiefly raised by the working community of the trades, and, with few 
exceptions, supported by them. Since 1827 +eventy-four annuitants have 
benefited by pensions of £15 to males and £10 to females, annually; 
altogether £5000 has been expended in annuities only, and at the pre- 
sent time nineteen pereons are annually relieved, at a cost of £245, 

Last year the funds increased upwards of £400. 
The contract for the building was £1667, and there 
was recently wanting about £400 to complete it. 
The subscriptions at the festival on Monday will 
largely aid this object; and the committee earnestly 
hope that, the greater part of the good work being 
done, the benevolent public will enable them to 
achivve the rest. 


NEW CHURCH OF ST. CHRYSOSTOM, 
EVERTON. 


On Tuesday week this handsome edifice, recently 
erected in the parish of Walton-on-the-Hill, Liver- 
pool, was consecrated by the Lord Bishop of Ches- 
ter. The foundation-stone was laid in May, 1852; 
and the Church was opened on August 31, 1853. It 
is situate in Audley-street, Everton, a little to the 
east of Everton-road, upon a piece of ground gene- 
rously precented by two gentlemen, and bounded.on 
thenorth by Breok-road. itisin the midst ofa thickly- 
peopled and rapidly-itcreasing neighbourhood, 
and has been erected to supply the urgent demand 
for increased church accommodation in that district 
of Everton, as well as the neighbouring township, 
bordering upon West Derby. Some years ago the 
then Bishop of the diocese licensed the Sunday- 
echool,in Mill-road, Everton, for the performance 
of Divine Service, which had regularly taken place 
since that period, under the auspices of the late 


Rev. R.P. Buddicum, M.A., and the present highly- 


esteemed Incumbent and Curate of St. George’s, 


Everton, the Rev. W. W. Ewbank and the Rev. J. 


Macnaught; but the accommodation in the school 


having been found altogether inadequate to the in- 
creasing population of the district, an effort was 
made to erect a new church for the accommodation 
of the inhabitants; and, by the unwearied exer- 
tions of several gentlemen, who have taken a lively 
interest in the undertaking—wmore particularly the

hamavity is concerned; and it is, therefore, with an emotion which no 
mere meeting of ‘rank and fashion’ could excite, that her Majesty’s 
visit to the Count Walewski will be regarded by the French people as 
well as by the English.” 

The public did not fail to give due weight to considerations of this 
character. Interest and expectancy were excited to their utmost ten- 
sion; and from an early hour on the evening of Friday the approaches 
to the French Embassy were thronged by multitudes of persons belong- 
ing in great part to a social status much higher than that usually pre- 
dicable of a street crowd. By the time the lamps were lighted, the 
High-street of Knightsbridge, as well as that pertion of the Park in 
the immediate vicinity of the mansion, presented a singularly gay and 
animated appearance. 

Immediately above the portico of the Embassy a pavilion had been 
erected, the entire wall of which was converted into a gigantic iilumi- 
nation. On one side were the Royal initials, ‘‘ V. A.,” and on the other 
the Imperial monogram, “ N.,” each in a laurelied circle of twelve feet 
in diameter. Above and between both were two crowns, surmounted by 
a star in the centre of nine feet in diameter. The preparations in the 
interior were so well managed as to be brough’ to a close early in the 
afternoon. At eight o’clock the whole was illuminated; and now was 
first seen in all its brilliancy the full effect of the splendid tout ensemble 
which had been so sedulously elaborated in honour of the Royal visit. 
However opinions may vary as fo the architectural taste exhibited in the 
construction of “ the tall house at the corner,” the mansion, it must be 
confessed, is about as ill adapted as possible to the convenient 
reception and accommodation of a large number of guests. As 
compared with the elevation, its ground area is most scanty ; 
and a disproportionate extent is taken up by the staircase. The 
best possible use, however, was made of such opportunities, whether 
for comfort or display, as existed. The staircase itself was beautifully 
lighted and decorated, and the arrangements of the supper-room, ball- 
room, and retiring-rooms, were elaborately complete—in the former, a 
sculptured group, representing an allegory of France and England in 
characteristic attitudes, from the design of Mr. Evan Thomas, and in- 
voking, and reiterating the solemn aspiration of Lord John Russell, 
“God defend the right,” had a pleasing effect. Tne library, a small 
and compact apartment, was tastefully laid out for the special use of her 
Majesty and the Royal family. 

A perfect refinement of skilful ingenuity had been successfully exer- 
cised in imparting to the ball-room that air of spacious magnificence 
which its narrow proportions seemed to forbid. Never was illusion more 
complete and gratifying. Drapery, paintings, mirrors, and every acces- 
sory of ornamentation were so happily disposed that the visitor might 
almostimagine himself in one of the noble saloons which form the boast 
of the most princely palaces in the great capitals of Europe. Full- 
length portraits of their Imperial Majesties the Emperor and Empress 
of France, by Winterhalter, which had been forwarded from Paris on 
the day preceding, specially to grace the occasion, were conspicuous 
amongst the ornaments of this room, 

With judicious regard to the space at command, the number of invi- 
tations had been limited to 500, and very little pressure or inconvenient 
crowding was experienced. At nine o’clock the carriages began to set 
down; and by ten o'clock (the hour of the Queen’s arrival) the 
visitors were in readiness to receive her Majesty, who was greeted with 
stentorian cheering by the multitude without. The Queen, who looked 
in excellent health and spirits, was received, on alighting from her car- 
riage, by the Ambassador and the Countess Walewski, accompanied by the 
Secretaries to the Embassy, M. Ch. Baudin and M. Jules de Saux, and en- 
tered the mansion resting on the arm of his Excellency, the Prince Consort 
leading the Countess Walewski. The Duchess of Sutherland and the 
Viscountess Jocelyn were in attendance. Her Majesty was attired ina 
costume of great elegance, the prevailing colour of which was pink. 
Upon her head she wore a diamond tiara, and the same precious stones 
were ecattered profusely over the dress. The Prince Consort wore his 
fall military uniform as Field Marshal. After a short pause the Royal 
party ascended to the ball-room, the orchestra, under the direction of 
M. Emile Laurent, playing the National Anthem. The Queen, with her 
illustrious relatives, the Duchess of Kent, the Duchess of Cambridge, and 
the Princess Mary, having taken their seats on the dais, the guests 
defiled before her Majesty. And now approached the grand event of 
the féte—the entrance of the four fancy quadrilles. The first was the 
Spanish Quadrille, led by the Countess of Wilton, and composed of the

The costume of this quadrille was peculiarly rich and elegant; that 
of the Countess of Wilton was a dress of grey satin, with a manteau of 
blue satin, profusely decorated with gold and precious stones. The 
costume of the yonnger ladies was composed of rich taffeta skirt, corsage 
dessous en batiste flutés, with caraco of black velvet; sleeves with epau- 
lettes and revers of black velvet. The head-dress was formed of a 
Spanish lace mantiila, over ahighcomb. The gentlemen’s costume con- 
sisted of a black velvet jacket, tastefully embroidered and decorated; 
waistcoat of rick gros de Naples, six gentlemen wearing blue, and six 
cerise. The trunks were of black velvet, worked with silver.

The Countess herself was a faithful personification of Marguerite de 
Navarre, as described by Brantome. Her ladyship wore a robe of Royal 
crimson velvet, magnificently embroidered with fleurs de lis and gold 
borders. The ornaments were composed of pearls and diamonds. fhe 
Hon. Mrs. Russell’s representation of the Duchesse de Guise, and that 
of the Duc de Guise by her husband, were much admired ; and the com- 
manding person of the Baron Marochetti appeared to great advantage 
in the character of Henri Quatre, the costume being taken from an old 
painting of that monarch, by Rubens.

The ladies in this quadrille wore the Court costume of the period 
illustrated. The hair was powdered and brushed back. The gentlemen 
wore the gorgeous uniform of the Mousquetaires of the ancien regime. 

The “ set” quadrilles having been brought to a conclusion, her Majesty 
was graciously plessed to honour the Count Walewski by dancing with 


other dances having intervened, her Majesty iuonoured the Duke of 
Hamilton wich her hand in a quadrille—the Prince Consort dancing with 
the Ducaess of Hamilton (nde Princess Mary of Baden). After a short 
interval, during which the Queen was pleased to accept of re- 
freshment from the hand of the Ambassador, her Majesty again 
danced in a quadrille—this time honouring the Karl Granville with her 
hand, the Prince Consort dancing with the Princess Mary. Her Ma- 
jesty, at the conclusion of this dance, received presentations of the more 
distinguished guests on the introduction of the Ambassador, and subse- 
quently made the circuit of the salons, resting on the arm of the Count 
Walewski. 

At midnight, the Queen and the Royal party descended to the supper- 
room, where a banquet was spread, combining every delicacy that the 
art of the cuisinier could suggest. 

After supper, the Queen returned to the ball-room, and jo’ned in an- 
other quadrilie with the Marquis of Abercorn. It was half-past one when 
her Mejesty took her departure, amid demonstrations of affectionate 
enthusiasm similar to those which had hailed her arrival. The assembly 
did not break up until hal!-past three in the morning. 

Our account of a festivity marked in so many reapects by cireum- 
stances of a peculiar and gratifying character, would not be complete 
without an allusion to the very full attendance of the Ministers of 
foreign Powers and their Attachés accredited to the Court of St. 
James. The Cabinet Ministers were also present. The great majority 
of the company were, of course, in fancy costume. Amongst the im- 
perzonations of individual characters none was more conspicuous for 
grace and correctnes; than that of the unfortunate Marie Antoinette, 
by the Duchess of Wellington, whose style of beauty is eminently 
adapted to the part assumed by her Grace. The Countess of Walewski, 
as the celebrated Duchess de Nevers, wore a sumptuous costume of the 
17th century, and was accompanied by her youthful son in the character 
of page. The epoch of Louis XV. was abundantly illustrated in all its 
gorgeous and ingenious variety of tastes. The Countess of Kinnoul, 
Viscountess Mandeville, the Duchess of Montrose, Mra. Disraeli, Lady 
Graham (wife of the First Lord of the Admiralty), and a number of 
ladies, did full justice to the traditions of this period, which likewise had 
several male representatives. Miss Graham wore a peculiarly elegant 
and suggestive costume as Anne Vere, Countess of Oxford. ‘he alle- 
gory of “ Night,” “ Twilight,” and “Day,” by Lady Zetland, Miss 
Barclay, and Miss Vyner, formed an elegant tableau. The Countess 
Delawarr displayed fine taste in the selection of an old English costume, 
copied chiefly from a family portrait: to use a homely but expressive 
phrase, it became her “ excellently well.” The appearance of Lady 
Pakington as a Lady Pakington of the “ olden time,” alse from a family 
portrait, was pleasingly characteristic. 

Amongst the ladies whose loveliness was “ observed of all observers,” 
we may, without instituting invidious comparisons, allude to the sister 
beauties, the Marchioness of Waterford and the Viscountess Canning, 
whose dresses were nearly similar. The Duchess of Somerset adopted 
the happy idea of founding her costume on the circumstances of the 
present time, and making it emblematic of the cordial union existing 
between Great Britain and France. The idea was carried out with 
much judgment and effect. Viscountess Palmerston’s costume, as the 
representative of the neglected wife of the miserable Charles IX. of 
France, displayed a remarkable precision and completeness of acquaint- 
ance with the “fashions” of three centuries since. Lady Molesworth 
chose the character of another Queen of France, equally slighted by her 
wretched husband, Louis XI. of inglorious memory. Her Ladyship’s 
dress was historic and authentic, and distinguished by chaste grandeur. 
Next week we shall illustrate a few of the historical costumes. 

It would be inconvenient and uninteresting to take special notice 
of the costumes worn by the gentlemen, further than that they were 
generally of a costly and gorgeous, and, in many instances, of a very 
tasteful description. We may, however, observe that the Lord Chief 
Justice of England, in his official black velvet dress, was one of the 
decided “features” of the ball-room. The Corporation was represented 
by its Lord Mayor, in the character of that ‘“ merchant of renown,” 
Sir Thomas Gresham, and his Lordship played his part with a quaint 
gravity that well became it. 

The mansion was fitted up for the occasion by Mr. Thomas Cubitt, to 
whose representative, Mr. Waller, our special acknowledgment is due, 
for the facilities afforded to our Artists. 


THE COUNT AND COUNTESS WALEWSKI 


Counr ALEXANDER COLONNA WALEWSEI, the eminent diplomatist 
who represents the French Government at the Court of St. James, 
served in the French army in Africa, asa Captain in the 4th Hussars. 
Whilst so engaged, he was entrusted with an important mission to the 
camp of Abd-el-Kader, and acquitted himself with a degree of 
ability, which led to his entry upon the eareer in which he 
has achieved such distinction. In the year 1840 he managed 
a special negotiation, on the part of France, at Alexandria and 
Constantinople; and was afterwards sent to Rio Plata, as me- 
diator between the Republic of Buenos Ayres and that of 
Montevideo. In this capacity he acted in concert with Lord Howden, 
the mediator on behalf of Great Britain. His Excellency also 
served as Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary at the 
Court of Florence; and afterwards at that of Naples. His latest diplo- 
matic appointment, previous to his accepting the Embassy to Great 
Britain, was that of Ambassador at the Court of Madrid. In the im- 
portant posts filled by him, his Excellency has obtained a reputation 
not only for skill and sagacity, but for candour and good faith, which 
has conciliated in an unusual degree the respect and confidence of the 
several Governments to which he has been accredited. 

The Countess Walewski is daughter of M. Ricci, and springs from 
one of the most ancient Florentine families, numbering amongst her 
ancestors the celebrated names of Machiavel and Dante. Her Ex- 
cellency’s mother is the daughter of Prince Stanislaus Poniatowski, 
nephew of the last King of Poland; the Prince settled and married in 
Italy after the last partition of Poland.

QueEN VICTORIA AND THE FRENCH PeoriE.—At the opening 
of the section of the Mediterranean Railway between Valence and Mon- 
talemart, a dinner was given by the directors of the company, at which a 
popular demonstration took place, which shows how popular the war 
against Russia and the alliance with England have become in France. 
Before the first toast was preposed from the chair, the company rose 
spontaneously, and cried out, “ Vive l’Empereur!” “ Vive la Reine Vic- 
toria!” * A bas les Russes!” amidst extraordinary excitement and cheer- 
ing. The cry was caught up by the crowd outside, and repeated with 
increased enthusiasm. 


Frencu GaLtantry.—When the French fleet was lying off 
Deal, thirty women of Boulogne, most of whom had husbands or relatives 
on board, resolved to pay the ships a visit. Some went in the Folkestone 
steamer, but the greater part embarked for Deal direct in a couple of 
fishing-boats. They were received with extraordinary honours by the 
fleet. Admiral Parseval Deschenes paid particular attention to one lady, 
whose husband he had known at Brest, and the officers of the Admiral’s 
ship asked her to dine with them. She felt overwhelmed by this conde- 
scension, and begged not to be separated from her travelli com- 
panions. This modesty was appreciated. A separate table, with thirty 
covers, was laid in the officers’ cabin, and there the whole party were 
aa to their own and the spectators’ great delight and as- 
to! ent. 


CoMMUNICATION BETWEEN GUARDS AND Drivers.—Captain 
Wynne, R.E., has reported to the Lords’ Committee of Privy Council for 
Trade, upon Professor Gluckman’s invention of means of communication 
between guards and drivers on railways. He says— As far as experience 
went in the two trials which I made, I confess that Professor Gluckman 
has satisfactorily established that his apparatus supplies an effective 
communication between driver and guard, that it combines cheapness 
with simplicity of construction, and apparently a non-liability to de- 
rangement ; but, at the same time, I should wish to cuard myself from 
expressing a positive opinion until the apparatus has been for some 
time tested by the rough dling of working constantly in a train.” 


Cuurcu-RatTEs.—On Saturday a bill in the House of Commons 
was printed to relieve Dissenters from the payment of church-rates in 
certain cases, and otherwise to amend the laws respecting the making, 
assessing, and collecting of church-rates in England and Wales. To 
relieve a Dissenter from payment, a declaration must be signed, which 
declaration is set forth. Church-rates are to be assessed and recovered 
like poor-rates. 

IncrEAsEe IN THE Prics or Besr.—At a recent meeting of 
some of the leading brewers it was agreed that, in consequence of the in- 
creased malt-duty, the price of beer should increased as follows :— 
Porter, from 32s. to 363. per barrel; brown stout, from sg to 488.; double 
stout, from 538. to 603. Ales, XX, from 36s, to 408.; , from 48s, to 
548.; XXXX, from 583, to 65s.

M. Jaques Arago is about to leave France for the Brazils, at the 
request of the Emperor Don Pedro II. 

Mr. Stephenson, the engineer of the Grand Trunk Railway of 
Canada, proposes to construct a tubular bridge over the St. Lawrence, at 
Montreal, the estimated cost of which is £1,400,000. 

The University of Edinburgh has conferred the honorary degree 
of LL.D. on Mr. George Finlay, author of the well-known work on Greek 
and Byzantine history ; andon William Freund, author of the celebrated 
Latin Dictionary. 

The Consul-General of Russia at Paris, M. Debeling, in antici- 
pation of his forced departure, has confided the protection of his country- 
men to Baron de Seebach, the Saxon Minister, son-in-law to the Count 
de Nesselrode. 

The number of wholly self-supporting private day-schools in 
England is 30,524, containing 721,396 scholars; and the number of aided 
public schools is 15,518, containing 1,422,982 scholars. 

Notice was issued by the minister and churchwardens of St. 
Michael’s Church, Highgate, last Sunday, regretting that the church had 
been struck by lightning on ‘Tuesday, and that the architect considered it 
to be quite unsafe to assemble therein for worship. 

In Uincinnati, a fire-engine, worked by steam, is used with much 
success.
